Its objects are " The advancement of knowledge 
upon all subjects connected with the healing art; the 
organization of the profession in connection with the 
State Medical Society and the American Medical As-

A physician, removing into this coimty, is not eligi- 
ble for membership until after he has been engaged 
one year in the regular practice of medicine within the 
county. 

The initiation fee is five dollars; the annual contri- 
bution four dollars. Stated meetings are held on the 
third Wednesday of January, April, July, and Octo- 
ber. Meetings for discussion on the second and fourth 
Wednesday of each month, from October to April.

The Pathological Society of Philadelphia. 

This Society was organized in 1857. Its objects 
are **the cultivation and promotion of the study of 
Pathology, by the exhibition and description of speci- 
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mens, drawings, and other representations of morbid 
parts." {^Constitution, Art. II.) It holds its meetings 
on the second and fourth Thursdays of every month, 
except July and August, and except when they happen 
to be public holidays or Christmas Eve, in the lower 
hall of the College of Physicians, at 8 P. M. 

Its membership, to which any respectable physician 
is eligible, is composed of residents, non-residents, 
and correspondents. The resident members pay an 
initiation fee of five dollars and an annual contribution 
of four dollars. 

At the ordinary meetings of the Society each member 
may introduce a visitor, who must, however, retire on 
the Society going into its private business. 

A Committee on Pathological Research, consisting 
of five members, together with the Treasurer, is elected 
annually in October ; it is their duty to examine all 
claims for assistance made upon them by any member 
of the Society engaged in pathological research, and 
upon their being satisfied that the said research is in 
actual progress, and that it is so conducted and of such 
a nature as to benefit the science of pathology, they 
have it in their power to aid his purpose by the grant 
of such a sum of money from the funds of the Society 
as they may consider to be needed. Provided, always, 
that the result of such inquiries be contributed to the 
Proceedings of ihe Pathological Society ; but in no case 
may they thus expend during the year more than a sum 
to be fixed annually, in advance, at the first stated 
meeting in October by the Society. The money drawn 
by the Committee is paid by the Treasurer on an order 
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signed by the President, upon the written recomr 
tion of the Committee. 

There is also appointed at the first meeting in C 
of each year a "Committee on Morbid Growtl 
whom are referred the specimens exhibited at th« 
ings of the Society.

MEDICAL SCHOOLS AND KINDRED 

I INSTITUTIONS. 

H University of Pennsylvania, 

VVbIBTY-SiXTH JIND WuODL^Mll AVBMJIS (DARDf KuiD) . 
This Institution was organized in 1749, and received 
its present charter in 1 766, It is in the hands of twenty- 
j five trustees, its corjjorators, of whom the governor of 
the State is ■ ex officio president. The Medical Depart- 
ment is supported by the fees paid by students attending 
its lectures. 

The new Medical Hall, which was opened in October, 
1874, is the most spacious building devoted to similar 
objects in the United States j and no pains have been 
spared to render its internal arrangements perfectly 
adapted for class and laboratory teaching, and for the 
II display of its museums. 

[ The Session for the Medical Lectures begins on the 
first Monday in October, and ends early in March en- 
suing. 

The Commencement for conferring the degree of 
Doctor of Medicine is held during the month of March, 
Each candidate for the degree of Doctor of Medi- 
cine must have attained the age of twenty-one years, 
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have applied himself to the study of Medicine for three 
years, and been during that time the private pupil for 
two years, at least, of a respectable practitioner of 
Medicine. He must also have attended two complete 
courses of the following Lectures in this Institution ; — 

Theory and Practice of Medicine, 

Anatomy, 

Materia Mcdica and Pharmacy, 

Chemistry, 

Surgery, 

Obstetrics and the Diseases of Women and Children, 

Institutes of Medicine. 

Medical students who have attended one complete 
course in a respectable Medical School, where the 
attendance on two complete courses is necessary to a 
degree, where the same branches are taught as in this, 
and which is placed upon the ad etmdem of this school, 
are permitted to become candidates by an attendance 
here for one full course ; the rules of graduation being 
in other respects observed. They are also exempted 
from the payment of fees upon attending a second term. 

Graduates of Medical Schools on the ad cundem list, 
by attending one complete course in this Institution, 
and complying with the regulations, are put upon the 
same footing with students who have attended two com- 
plete courses here — that is, they may present themselves 
as candidates for graduation ; but, if they attend a se- 
cond course, their tickets will be free. Such graduates, 
if of five years' standing, are permitted to attend the 
course of Lectures, upon a general ticket of admission, 
free of expense, excei)t the cost of the matriculating 
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ticket. But this general ticket does not qualify for 
graduation. 

Students who have attended two full Courses of Lec- 
tures on Anatomy, Chemistry, Materia Medica, and the 
Institutes of Medicine, may be examined upon these 
subjects at the end of their second course. 

During their third course such students raay devote 
themselves exclusively to the Lectures upon the Theory 
and Practice of Medicine and Clinical Medicine, Sur- 
gery, and Obstetrics and Diseases of Women and Chil- 
dren. In their final Examination for the Degree of 
M.D., they will be examined upon the last-named sub- 
jects only ; but their standing will be determined by the 
combined results of both examinations.

The Committee of the Trustees on the Department of 
Medicine are empowered to give annually gratuitous 
admission to six students who have attained the age of 
eighteen years, are of studious habits, and sufficient 
literary acquirements, who present respectable testi- 
monials of good moral character, and whose circum- 
stances do not enable them to pay the expenses of ad- 
mission to said Lectures. 

Applications should be addressed, under seal, to the 
above Committee, to the care of Cadwalader Biddle, 
Secretary of the Board of Trustees, No. 208 South 
Fourth Street, Philadelphia, at any time before the third 
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Monday in September, postage paid. On that day the 
Committee oi)en and decide on the applications and 
testimonials of candidates, whose names will not be dis- 
closed by the Committee. 

Museum, Cabinets, and Library. — The Wistar and 
Horner Museum, which was founded nearly one hun- 
dred years ago, and has been annually augmented, is 
unequalled in the United States for the number and 
variety of its specimens of the normal and the morbid 
anatomy of every part of the human body. It also 
contains a large number of preparations in comparative 
anatomy, and an extensive collection of artistic models, 
which are used in illustrating the several courses of 
lectures delivered in the Medical Department. 

The Cabinet of the Professor of Theory and Practice 
of Medicine, collected by Dr. George B. Wood while 
he held that chair, and generously placed by him at 
the service of his successors, contains an extensive 
series of wet preparations, drawings, and models in 
wax and other materials, which together form a collec- 
tion unrivalled in extent and value, for illustrating dis- 
eases of the internal organs and of the skin. 

Through the liberality of Dr. Plenry H. Smith, 
Emeritus Professor of Surgery, tRe University has re- 
ceived an extensive and valuable gift of models, speci- 
mens, and drawings, for the use of the Professor of 
Surgery. 

The greatly increased space provided in the new 
Medical Hall for these several collections will enable 
them to be more advantageously displayed, and more 
easily studied, than they have hitherto been. 
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A valuable Medical Library, consisting of more tliau 
three thousand volumes, has been founded by the gift 
of the Professor of Theory and Practice of Medicine. 
It will be open to the use of students, under appropriate 
regulations. 

AuxiLiARV Faculty. — During the spring and summer 
students of the Medical Department are entitled to 
attend the Lectures of the Auxiliary Faculty on subjects 
which form a scientific basis for medicine, and illustrate 
several of its branches. Those who have attended two 
full courses, and passed a satisfactory examination upon 
them, receive the degree of Ph.D. (Doctor of Philoso- 
phy). 

PB1ZE.S.— Two Prizes of One Hundred Dollars each 
are annually awarded to the members of the Graduating 
Class for the two best Essays upon Medical subjects, 
provided such Essays are of sufficient merit to be worthy 
of publication. 

One of these prizes has been instituted by the Society 
of the Alumni of the Medical Department of the Uni- 
versity. 

The other has been authorized by a liberal friend of 
the University. 

Anatomical Prizes. — A Gold Medal is awarded by 
the Demonstrator of Anatomy to that student who ex-' 
hibits the greatest diligence, care, and skill in the prac- 
tical study of anatomy. 

A Prize of Thirty Dollars is also awarded by the 
Demonstrator to the student who presents the best 
record of the anomalies found in the anatomical rooms 
during the year. 
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The names of those to whom the prizes are award 
are announced at the Annual Commencement of t 
Medical Department.

The Hospital of the University of Pennsylvania 

Is an elegant and commodious building capable of ac- 
commodating at present about one hundred and fifty 
patients, but intended wiien complete to receive twice 
that number. Its grounds have an extent of six acres; 
and its endowment fund, whicii is constantly increasing, 
amounts to ;g45o,ooo. Clinical lectures are delivered 
in it daily, and its Dispensary service is frequented by 
very large numbers of patients illustrating every variety 
of disease. The hours of service are so arranged as to 
interfere but little with the students' attendance upon 
the didactic lectures of the University. 

The great Hospital of the Philadelphia Almshouse 
(Philadelphia Hospital) is in the immediate vicinity of 
the University ; and the Presbyterian Hospital but a few 
squares distant. 
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Practical Anatomy. — The Dissecting Rooms of the 
new Medical Hall have been so carefully constructed 
with a reference to their special use, that they are in 
advance of all others in regard to light, ventilation, 
cleanliness, and the comfort of the students. As dis- 
section is now legalized in Pennsylvania, the cost of 
material is small. 

pRAcncAL Surgery. — The Operating Room is open 
during the Session, under the supervision of the Pro- 
fessor of Surgery and his Assistants. Every student is 
here thoroughly instructed and practically trained in the 
application of bandages and surgical apparatus, and in 
the performance of operations upon the cadaver. In- 
struments, splints, and bandages are supplied free of 
cost. 

Practical Chemistry. — A Working Laboratory, 
under the supervision of the Professor of Chemistry 
and his Assistant, has been established, in which the 
student is instructed in Manipulation, Qualitative and 
Quantitative analysis, with special reference to Toxicol- 
ogy, and the examination of normal and abnormal 
products of the human body. 

The Physiological Laboratory is under the charge 
of the Professor of the Institutes of Medicine, and its 
students are taught Physiology by experiment, and by 
personal observation of the functions of the various 
organs, and the sources, constitution, and destination of 
the secretions and excretions. 

The Anatomical Laboratory, under the supervision 
of the Professor of Anatomy, is intended to afford a

limited number of students the opportuuity of studying 
practical Comparative Anatomy in its relations with 
Human Anatomy and Physiology. Each student is ex- 
pected to make for himself dissections of at least one 
representative of each class of animals from the lowest 
to the highest. 



The Pathological Laboratory is located in the Hos- 
pital Building on Spruce Street, and is under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Tyson, the Lecturer on Pathological Anatomy 
and Histology. 

The Laboratory is fitted up with tables and micro- 
scopes, for the use of students or graduates in medicine 
desiring to study normal or pathological histology, or 
to conduct original investigations in pathology ; and is 
open for these purposes throughout the year except July 
and August. Dr. Tyson and his assistants are in attend- 
ance during a portion of each day.

Jefferson Medical College 

Was chartered April 7, 1826, as a branch of Jefferson 
College, Cauonsburg, Pa,; crealerl a separate and in- 
dependent body corporate, under the name, style, and 
title of "The Jefferson Medical College of Philadel- 
phia," with the same powers and restrictions as the 
University of Pennsylvania, April 12, 1838. 

Its funds are derived from the fees paid by the stu- 
dents attending the lectures. 

The college building is situated in Tenth Street, 
above Walnut, and contains, besides the lecture -rooms, 
wards fitted up for the accommodation of patients ope- 
rated on at the surgical clinics, an extensive pathological 
museum, and a dissecting-room. The last session was 
attended by 473 matriculates, 151 of whom received the 
degree of Doctor of Medicine at the public Commence- 
ment in March, 1874. The total number of graduates 
is 6352. A sum of two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars has been subscribed for a fund for a new hospital, 
and it will probably be speedily built, 

Regulatiom. — The session commences on the first 
Monday of October. 

The examinations are so arranged as to permit the 
commencement for conferring degrees to be held as 
early in March as is practicable. There is likewise an 
examination of candidates for graduation during the 
first week of July- The degrees are conferred on the 
candidates who are successful at this examination, at 
the annual Commencement following. 

The candidate must be of good moral character, and 
at least twenty-one years of age. He muvS. Vw»ft a.V

tended at least two full sessions of lectures in som 
regular and respectable medical school, one of which 
the last, shall have been in this College, and must ex 
hibit his tickets, or other adequate evidence thereol 
to the dean of the Faculty. 

He must have studied medicine for not less tha: 
three years, and have attended at least one course c 
clinical instruction in an institution approved by th 
Faculty. He must present to the dean of the Facult 
a thesis of his own composition, correctly written, an< 
in his own handwriting, on some medical subject ; an^ 
exhibit to the Faculty, at his examination, satisfactor 
evidence of his professional attainments. 

The degree will not be conferred on any candidal 
who absents himself from the public Commencemer 
without the special permission of the Faculty. 

The hours of attendance at the clinics of this College 
held during the winter, spring, and autumn, are so ai 
ranged as to permit the students to attend the clinics i 
the Pennsylvania Hospital and the Philadelphia Hos 
pital.

The Philadelphia College of Pharmacy, 

U6 North TEnrii Stheet, 
Was incorporated in 1822, " for the purpose of culti- 
vating, improving, and making known a knowledge of 
Pharmacy, its collateral branches of science, and the 
besl modes of preparing medicines and their com- 
pounds ; and of giving instruction in the same by 
public lectures." {^Preamble (o Charier.) 

Its officers are a President and two Vice-Presidents, 
a Corresponding Secrelar)', a Recording Secretary, and 
Treasurer, elected annually ; who, with sixteen Trustees, 
eight of whom are elected in March and eight in Sep- 
tember, constitute a Board for the control of the affaire 
of the College. 

It is supported by the initiation fees and contribu- 
tions of its members ; the school connected with it by 
Hie fees paid by students. 
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The members of the College are active, honorary, 
and corresi)ondent. Any graduate in Pharmacy, con- 
forming in his professional conduct to the code of 
ethics, may be elected a member by the Board of Trus- 
tees. Non-graduates who have served a regular ap- 
prenticeship, and conforming as above, may in like 
manner be elected after passing an examination before 
a committee ; or, after being established in business for 
at least six years, may be elected. 

The initiation fee is five dollars ; the annual contri- 
bution is also {\y^ dollars. 

The honorary members are elected by the College, 
on the recommendation of four members; they are 
'*such persons as, from their knowledge of Materia 
Medica, Pharmacy, and their collateral branches of 
science, shall in the opinion of the College merit that 
distinction." 

Correspondent and honorary members have the same 
privileges as resident members, except that they have 
no right to vote or to hold office in the institution. 

Every member of the College, on payment of two 
dollars, is entitled to a certificate of membership, to be 
returned on his ceasing to be a member. 

The School of Pharmacy is under the control of the 
Board of Trustees, who appoint Professors to lecture 
on Materia Medica, Chemistry, Theory and Practice of 
Pharmacy, and other branches of science ; also a Com- 
mittee on Examinations, who, in conjunction with the 
Professors, decide as to the fitness of candidates for the 
degree. Upon the recommendation of the Committee, 
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tTie Board may, by vote, confer the degree of Graduate 
in Pharmacy. 

Business meetings of the College are held on the last 
Mondays in March, June, September, and December; 
pharmaceutical meetings, on the third Tuesday in every 
month, from October to May. 

Meetings of the Board of Trustees first Tuesday in 
each month. 

The members and graduates of the College are en- 
titled to attend and participate in the proceedings, and 
to bring with them any strangers interested in Pharmacy 
and its kindred sciences. 

Contributions of rare and curious products are so- 
licited, as also original papers, designed for publica- 
tion or otherwise, the object being to excite and keep 
alive, among all who participate in the meetings, an 
interest in the progress and improvement of the science 
and art of Pharmacy, 

A journal of such transactions of the College as may 
be ordered for publication, of original essays and of 
selections from scientific periodicals and books, is pub- 
lished monthly. It is called The American Journal oj 
Pharmacy. Professor J. M. Malsch is the editor, and 
H. H. Wolle, business editor. Hours, 10 to 11 A. M., 
in College building. 

The branches taught in the School of Pharmacy are 
General Chemistry, Practical Pharmacy, and Materia 
Medica. Two lectures on each branch are delivered 
every week, from the first of October to the first of 
March; thus making a full five months' course. The 
lecture nights are Monday, Wednesday, and Friday; 
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and two lectures, one at 7 o'clock and one at 8 o'clock, 
are delivered upon each. ^ 

A Laboratory for practical instruction in Chemistry 
and Pharmacy was opened in 1870, and placed under 
the superintendence of Professor Maisch. The labora- 
tory is open daily (Sundays excepted) from 9 o'clock 
A. M, to I P. M. 

Qualifications for Graduation, — Every person upon 
whom a diploma of this College shall be conferred, 
must be of good moral character, must have arrived at 
the age of twenty-one years, have attended two courses 
of each of the lectures delivered in this College, or one 
course in this College and one in some other respectable 
college of pharmacy, the last of which, however, must 
be in this College ; or when there is no such college 
organized in his locality, in some other respectable 
medical institution in which the same branches are 
taught. He shall have served out an apprenticeship of 
at least four years with a person or persons engaged in, 
and qualified to conduct, the Apothecary business. He 
shall also be required to produce an original dissertation 
or thesis, upon some subject of materia medica, phar- 
macy, chemistry, or one of the branches of science 
immediately connected therewith, which shall be written 
on thesis paper with neatness and accuracy, in his own 
handwriting. The thesis, with the written evidence 
above mentioned, and the graduation fee, shall be de- 
posited with the senior professor of the school, on or 
before the first of February of the session in which the 
application shall be made. He may be admitted to 
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examination at the expiratioTi of three years and six 
months of his term of service. He must also be recom- 
mended in writing by the Committee on Examinations 
and the Professors jointly, and if his application be 
finally approved of by the Board of Trustees, he shall 
be entitled to the Degree of Graduate in Pharmacy, and 
shall receive the diploma of the College at the expiration 
of his full term of service and on reaching the age of 
twenty -one years. 

Qualificatiom for Certificate of Proficiency. — Every 
person on whom the certificate of proficiency in chem- 
istry and materia niedica shall be conferred, must con- 
form to all the qualifications required from a candidate 
for graduation, except as follows : The term of appren- 
ticeship may be in the wholesale drug business, exclu- 
sive of a dispensing department, or in the chemical anil 
pharmaceutical manufacturing business. The candidate 
will not be required to undergo an examination on 
practical pharmacy. In case of a person holding such 
certificate of proficiency in chemistry and materia 
medica, hereafter producing satisfactory evidence to 
the Board of Trustees that he has served a terra of at 
least two years with a person or persons engaged in, 
and qualified to conduct, the apothecary business, he 
shall be entitled to an examination by the Professor of 
Pharmacy and Committee on Examination, and if re- 
commended in writing by the said professor and com- 
mittee jointly to the Board of Trustees, and his applica- 
tion being approved of by them, he shall be entitled to 
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the Degree of Graduate in Pharmacy, and to receive 
the diploma of the College.

This Institution was established by the enterprise of 
the first members of the Faculty— Profs. J. H. M'Qiiil- 
IcD, J. Foster Fkgg, C. A. KiLigsbiiry, and Henry 
Morton. The fees of the stuilents in attendance upon 
the lectures are its only source of support. Founded 
in the year 1S63, a period seemingly the most unpropi- 
tious which could have been selected, the Institution, 
session after session, has m^t with increasing encourage- 
ment, and in a single decade, gained not only a national, 
but a truly cosmopolitan reputation and character. 
Many of its students were previously in attendance upon 
the lectures, or were graduates of the departments of 
medicine and arts of the time-honored universities of 
Europe, or medical and dental colleges in the United 
States, while others had been in reputable practice for 
years. They have come not only from every section 
of the country. North, South, East, and West, but from 
Canada, Nova Scotia, Cuba, Bahamas, Mexico, Bolivia, 
Colombia, Ecuador, Prussia, England, Ireland, France, 
Austria, Russia, Denmark, Norway, Sweden, Switzer- 
land, Portugal, Belgium, Bavaria, China, and Australia. 

Commencing with eleven students the first year, the 
number has gradually increased until the present session, 
1874—75, it has reached a class of one hundred students. 

The Dis[>ensary and Laboratory are open ail the 
year. There is a .S/^r/V/^ Ccwjc of Lectures commencing 
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April I St and continuing daily until the end of June, 
and a Fall Course from September ist until the regular 
Winter Session of the Institution commences on the 
first of November, and which continues until the close 
of the ensuing February. 

The Spring and Fall Courses are introductory to but 
under no circumstances can they be regarded as an 
equivalent for the Winter Session; in which^ with the 
view of combining theoretical and practical instruction, 
three hours of each day are devoted to attendance upon 
the lectures, which are amply illustrated from the museum 
by a valuable collection of specimens in human and 
comparative anatomy, papier mach^ manikins, models 
in wood, drawings, wet and dry preparations, patho- 
logical and mineralogical specimens, and the philo- 
sophical and chemical apparatus of the incumbents of 
the various chairs ; vivisections on the lower animals, 
and the microscopic examination of the various tissues, 
are also made use of. In addition to the lectures, four 
hours are spent in actual practice by the students, under 
the supervision of the Demonstrators. 

Clinical Instructors. — In addition to the regular 
course, a series of Clinical lectures and demonstrations 
is given by a number of gentlemen well known in the 
profession. Fully appreciating the wants and aspira- 
tions of young practitioners, these gentlemen are pecu- 
liarly well fitted to give them practical suggestions, 
which, if strictly followed, will prove an important 
element of success in life. 

The Dispensary embraces two large Operating Rooms, 
each fifty feet in length {lighted by twenty windowsy in 
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addition to a large sky-lighf), and furnished "^xi^ forty 
operating chairs, so arranged as to command the best 
light. There is also a separate room for the adminis- 
tration of aniesthetics and the extraction of teeth. 

The operating chairs are assigned to the students in 
regular order, as they enter their names upon the clinic 
books. Each student will have a table and separate 
drawer with a key, for his instruments, the latter, with 
the exception of those to be used for extracting, he is 
expected to procure. 

The Laboratory is a large, comfortably warmed, and 
well-lighted room, having the most thorough and com- 
plete appliances for the construction of everything 
which properly pertains to mechanical dentistry. The 
work-benches (sixty-five in number), lathes, furnace, 
forge, rolling-mill, vulcanizers, etc., are all of the most 
substantial and practical character, and in working con- 
dition. 

A sufficient number of patients present themselves 
daily at the Dispensary to keep the students occupied 
in attending to them, thus insuring the acquirement of 
a wide experience, and affording every opportunity in 
the dispensary and laboratory for obtaining a practical 
knowledge of operative and mechanical dentistry. The 
services rendered by the students are gratuitous. 

Qualifications for Graduation. — The candidate must 
be of good moral character, and not less than twenty- 
one years of age. He must have had two years' private 
tuition, and have attended two full courses of lectures 
in a respectable dental or medical college, one of which 
shall have been in this institution; but written evidence 
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of having had five years' practice in dentistry, inclusive 
of pupilage, will be regarded as equivalent to one 
course of lectures. He must present to the Dean a 
thesis on some subject relating to dental theory or prac- 
tice ; demonstrate to the Professor of Operative and 
Mechanical Dentistry his ability to perform dental re- 
quirements in these departments ; deposit a specimen of 
mechanical dentistry, made by him in the institution, in 
the museum of the College ; and submit to an exami- 
nation by the faculty, upon which, if found competent, 
he shall receive the degree of Doctor of Dental Surgery. 
After the Session 1876-7 (closing February 28, 1877), 
five years* practice will not be regarded as an equiva- 
lent for one course of lectures, and attendance upon 
two full winter courses of lectures will be required of 
all candidates for graduation.

This Institution was chartered in 1852, and assumed 
its present organization in 1856. 

Frelifninary Lectures and Instructions. — The In- 
firmary and Laboratory will be opened on the second 
Monday in March, and remain open during the entire 
session, when ample opportunities will be afforded the 
student for the prosecution of the practical part of his 
studies under the guidance and supervision of demon- 
strators of known integrity and capability. During the 
Fall Course and the Regular or Winter Session, a 
Clinical Lecture will be given and operations performed 
by one of the professors every Saturday. 

The Spring Course of Lectures will commence on 
the first Monday in April, and continue until the last 
of June. 

The Fall Course will commence on the second 
Monday in September, and continue until the last of 
October, and will be free of charge to those who enter 
for the Winter or Regular Session. 

During the Spring and Fall Sessions there will be one 
lecture a day, and the Infirmary and Laboratory will be 
open daily for six hours. 

The Regular Session commences on the first 
Monday in November, and continues until the first of 
March ensuing. The course is so arranged that about 
eighteen lectures are delivered each week on the various 
branches taught in the College. 
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Clinical Instruction. — In addition to which, with the 
exception of Saturday, four hours are daily spent by the 
student in actual practice under the supervision of the 
Demonstrators. 

The Operative Department. — To afford every facility 
to the student in acquiring a thorough practical knowl- 
edge of this branch, the operating rooms are furnished 
with thirty-eight chairs, so arranged as to command 
the best light, and are provided with all the appliances 
for comfort and use. To these chairs the students are 
assigned in classes, and certain hours are fixed for each 
member of the class to operate. 

T}ie Mechanical Department. — In the Laboratory are 
all the conveniences for the preparation of the metals, 
manufacture of teeth, single and block, mounting, etc. 
Every process known in the profession, which has any 
value to the mechanical dentist, is fully taught, and 
receipts of valuable compounds are freely imparled. 
The student is required to go through all the necessary 
manipulations connected with the insertion of artificial 
teeth — from taking the impression of the mouth to the 
entire construction of the denture, and its proper ad- 
justment in the moiuh of the patient.

Qualifications for Graduation. — The candidate must 
be twenty-one years of age. He must have studied 
under a private preceptor at least two years, including 
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his course of instruction at the College. Attendance on 
two full courses of lectures, at the" Regular or Winter 
Session, in this institution will be required, but satis- 
factory evidence of having attended one full course in 
any respectable dental or medical school will be con- 
sidered equivalent to the first course of lectures in this 
College. Also, satisfactory evidence of having been in 
practice five years, inclusive of term of pupilage, will be 
considered equivalent to the first course of lectures. 

The candidate for graduation must prepare a thesis 
upon some subject connected with the theory or prac- 
tice of dentistry. He must treat thoroughly some 
patient requiring all the usual dental operations, and 
bring such patient before the Professor of Operative 
Dentistry. He must also take up at least one arti- 
ficial case, and after it is completed, bring his patient 
before the Professor of Mechanical Dentistry. He 
must also prepare a specimen case to be deposited in 
the college collection. The operations must be per- 
formed, and the work in the artificial case done, at the 
college building. He must also undergo an examina- 
tion by the faculty, when, if found qualified, he shall 
be recommended to the Board of Trustees, and, if ap- 
proved by them, shall receive the Degree of Doctor of 
Dental Surgery.

The Pennsylvania Hospital. 

This venerable Iiiitiuition was founded in 1750, and 
chartered in 1751, the corporators being styled "The 
Contributors to the Pennsylvania Hospital." Dr. 
Franklin, then a member of the Provincial Assembly, 
greatly aided in the benevolent scheme. The Hospital 
derives its support from vohintary contributions ; some 
of the patients pay board, but the amount so received 
is trifling compared with the expenditures. It is situated 
on the square between Eighth and Ninth, and Spruce 
and Pine Streets, the entrance being on Eighth Street. 

The Contributors (who become such on the payment 
of ten pounds, or upwards, to the Institution) raeet 
annually on the first Monday in May, to elect a Board 
of twelve Managers and a Treasurer. These Managers 
have charge of the affairs not only of the Hospital in 
the city, but also of that for the insane in West Phila- 
delphia. They elect all the officers except the Trea- 
surer. 

The Medical Staff of the Hospital in town consists of 
four Attending Physicians, four Attending Surgeons, 
and three Resident Physicians — two in the surgical 
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wards, and one in the medical. The term for each 
resident is eighteen months. An apothecary lives in 
the house, and has charge of the preparation and dis- 
pensing of medicines. All of these gentlemen, except 
the last named, render their services gratuitously. Two 
of the surgeons are on duty at a time, for a term of six 
months ; the physicians serve singly for periods of three 
months. Each physician and surgeon pays a daily visit 
in the forenoon. Clinical lectures are delivered by them 
in the amphitheatre, from lo A. M. to 12 M. on Wed- 
nesdays and Saturdays, and to a class of females on 
Tuesdays. 

Each physician and surgeon of the Hospital has the 
privilege of introducing not exceeding eight of his 
pupils at one time, to observe the practice of the Hos- 
pital, and have the use of the Library, subject to the 
regulations of the attending Managers. 

The Library contains between twelve and thirteen 
thousand volumes, and is accessible to students and 
physicians on payment of three dollars per annum, or 
twenty-five dollars for this right for life. 

Admission and Discharge of Patients. — Persons acci- 
dentally wounded or otherwise injured are received at 
all hours, subject to such rules on the matter as the 
Managers may from time to time enact; provided 
always, that the accident or injury happen in Penn- 
sylvania, and the patient is brought to the Hospital 
within twenty-four hours after its occurrence. 

The number of patients to be admitted on the charity 
of the institution in this Hospital is now limited to 
eighty, exclusive of recent accidents as above. 
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These are distributed as follows : — 

The men's medical ward is limited to twenty beds 
for poor patients. 

The women's medical ward is limited to twenty-five 
beds for poor patients. 

The men's surgical wards are limited to twenty-live 
beds for poor patients, exclusive of recent accidents. 

The women's surgical ward is limited to ten beds 
for poor patients, exclusive of recent accidents. 

Room must always be reserved in the surgical 
wards for the reception of cases of accident ; and if 
these increase beyond the capacity of the wards, the 
number of other poor patients must be reduced in 
proportion. 

The physician and surgeon on duty have the power 
of admitting poor or charity patients in their respec- 
tive wards, to the numbers above respectively allotted 
to each ward, subject to the general rules governing 
the admission of patients into this Hospital, The 
admission in all cases must be by printed certificate 
of name, age, place of nativity, occupation, whether 
married or single, and of the disease — under the signa- 
ture of the doctor admitting. Whenever practicable, 
the doctor admitting must also require security for 
the clothing of the patient, and for his or her removal 
when discharged, from some friend or relation of the 
applicant, or refer the parties to the Steward for that 
purpose. 

No person having any infectious or contagious disease 
can be admitted into the Hospit.d. 
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No person can be admitted on the chanty of the 
institution whose case is judged to be incurable. 

Pay patients may be admitted by the Steward, on 
the certificate of a Hospital physician, at the rates 
hereinafter established. 

No person having a syphilitic disease, or mania-k- 
potii, can be admitted as a charity patient ; the lowest 
charge being fourteen dollars per week for the latter. 

The lowest rate of board for pay patients is JI7 per 
week. 

All pay patients are required to give good security 
for the payment of their board, or deposit at least a 
month's board in advance. 

All patients are to be discharged as soon as they 
are cured ; and all charity patients whose cases, after 
a reasonable time of trial, shall be judged incurable, 
are to be discharged. 

Sailors who have had their wages taxed for the Hos- 
pital fund, are admitted, as to other hospitals, upon an 
order from the Collector of the Port. 

The whole number of patients admitted since the 
establishment of the Hospital in 1752 to April 25, 1874, 
is 92,545, of whom 59,759 have been poor persons, 
supported during their stay by the Institution. (In- 
cluding the Insane Department, the former number is 
increased to 99,133.) 

At the 124th annual meeting of this corporation,

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The Pennsylvania Hospital for the Insane 

Is under the same Board of Managers as the preceding, 
and its city office is at the Hospital in town, at 8th and 
Pine Streets. There are two departments of this Insti- 
tution, the Male and Female, both under the same 
Physician -in-Chief, with one or more Assistant Physi- 
cians, a Stewart, and a Matron, for each department. 
All these officers reside on the premises. 

The buildings are situated between the Westchester 
and Haverford Roads, west of 4 2d Street, and are 
reached by the Market Street cars. The eastern one is 
devoted to female patients, the western, opened in 1859, 
to males. 

Admission of Patients, — All classes of insane persons, 
without regard to the duration of the disease or to its 
curability, are admitted into this Institution. Idiots, 
however, it may be stated, are not received ; and for 
the epileptic, a special agreement should be made. 

Cases of mania-4-potii are not received into this Hos- 
pital ; but into that in the city, exclusively. 

Preparatory to the reception of a patient, it is neces- 
sary to arrange the rate of board, etc., with a member 
of the Board of Managers, and to furnish a certificate 
of the patient's insanity from two respectable graduates 
of medicine, duly acknowledged before a magistrate or 
judicial officer (as required by the laws of Pennsylvania), 
with a request from a near relative or friend that the 
individual may be received into the Institution. A full 
and detailed history of each case is also particularly 
requested. 
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For the payment of board, and removal of a patient 
when discharged, security is always required from some 
responsible resident of the city of Philadelphia. Pay- 
ment for board is always to be made quarterly in ad- 
vance : and if the patient is removed uncured, before 
the expiration of the first three months, and contrary to 
the advice and consent of the Superintending Physician, 
board is always required for thirteen weeks ; otherwise, 
charge is only for the time actually passed in the 
Hospital, provided that time is more than four weeks. 

Interest will be charged on bills not paid till after the 
expiration of the quarter. 

Large chambers and jirivate attendants can always be 
supplied, if desired by the friends of the patients. 

A limited number of insane persons in indigent cir- 
cumstances, whose cases are recent, and such as are 
believed to offer a fair chance of cure, may be admitted 
as patients by the Attending Managers for a period not 
exceeding three months for each case, and treated with- 
out any charge. If promising favorably, and on the 
recommendation of tbe Physician, the period may be 
extended at the discretion of the Board. Security for 
the removal of such patients when discharged and for 
their clothing whilst in the Hospitai, is required of some 
responsible resident of the city of Philadelphia, or its 
vicinity. The number of these patients is from time to 
time regulated by the Board of Managers, and is now 
fixed at forty-six. 

Jiegulaticns for the Aiimission of Visitors.- — The Board 
of Managers, recognizing the duly of shielding the insane 
from all improper exposure, and regarding their right 
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of protection from the gratification of an idle curiosity 
on the part of strangers, as just as great, while residents 
of a hospital, as in their own dwellings, have adopted 
the following regulations for the admission of visitors: — 

Visitors are not to be admitted before ic o'clock 
A. M., after sunset, nor on the first day of the week. 
They are not to be admitted on the afternoon of Seventh 
day (Saturday) unless on special business with the At- 
tending Managers, or with one of the officers of the 
house. 

All parts, of the Hospital not occupied by patients may 
be shown and explained during the hours for the ad- 
mission of visitors. 

No visitor, unless in company with a Manager, can 
be taken into the wards, without permission from the 
Physician to the Hospital, or, in his absence, from the 
Assistant Physician ; and when visitors are allowed to 
enter the wards, they must always be accompanied by 
one of these officers, by the Steward or Matron, or by 
some person delegated by the physician for the purpose. 

As this Hospital cannot be allowed to become a resort 
for idle curiosity, it is hoped that the friends of patients, 
and all others, will carefully avoid prolonging their 
visits unnecessarily. And those employed in the care 
of the patients or in the domestic departments are to 
avoid inviting company to the Hospital. 

The pleasure railroads and other contrivances for the 
amusement of the patients, are not to be used by visitors ; 
nor are they to enter the museums or to pass through 
the pleasure grounds, except by special permission. 

It is expressly forbidden to furnish any inmate of this 
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Hospital with tobacco in any form ; or to deliver to, or 
receive from a patient, any letter, parcel, or package, 
without the knowledge and approbation of the Physician. 
Funds for the use of the patients are to be placed in 
"the hands of the Stewards, to be used only tinder the 
direction of the Physician.

That insane persons may be placed in a hospital for 
the insane by their legal guardians, or by their relatives 
or friends in case they have no guardians, but never 
without the certificate of two or more reputable physi- * 
cians after a personal examination made within one 
week of the date thereof, and this certificate to be duly 
acknowledged and sworn to or affirmed before some 
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magistrate or judicial officer who shall certify to the 
genuineness of the signatures and to the responsibility 
of the sigaers. {Law of April, i86d.) 

None but recent cases are admitted. 

For private patients, or those supported by themselves 
or frieods, the price varies from J3.50 to J5.00 a week. 
For those supported by townships or counties the price 
is ^3.00 a week. 

Preparatory to the admission of a patient (unless 
when committed by order of a court) the Superinten- 
dent shall be furnished with the certificate as above, 
with a request from a near relative or friend that the 
patient may be received into the Hospital, and a bond 
with satisfactory security for the payment of board and 
other expenses while in the institution. All private 
patients must make a payment of thirteen weeks' board 
in advance, and if taken away without or against the 
advice and consent of the Superintendent within that 
period no part of said amount shall be refunded. 

Whenever a patient is sent to the Hospital by order 
of a court, etc., the order shall be lodged with the 
Superintendent. 

Those who may bring a patient with such a warrant 
will be required to pay at the time of the admission of 
the patient seventy-eight dollars.

Hospital of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 

Philadelphia. 

2649 North Front Street.* 
Founded July 18, 1851. 

This is a general hospital, supported by interest from 
moneys invested (received by bequests or donations), 
contributions from churches and individuals for the 
maintenance of free beds, board paid by patients, to- 
gether with Thanksgiving offerings, and annual and 
special contributions. 

It is under the control of a Board of twenty-four 
Managers, besides the Protestant Episcopal Bishop of

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the Diocese, who is ex officio their President. The 
contributurs, who become such by paying fifty dollare 
at one time into the treasury of the hospital, choose 
every year eight gentlemen, to serve as Managers for 
a three years' term. 

The Board of Managers choose annually four Attend- 
ing Surgeons and four Attending Physicians, to serve 
each for three months in his turn. Four Resident 
Physicians, serving sixteen months each, and an Apo- 
thecary, constitute the rest of the Medical Staff. The 
two Junior Resident Physicians have charge of the 
Dispensary, under the direction of the Dispensary Staff, 
which consists of four physicians and four surgeons. 

One ward, founded by bequest of Miss Grasby, and 
called the "Hannah Ward," is for the reception of 
patients with diseases of the chest; the receipts from 
the fund maintain at present ten patients. 

Any individual or any church may, by the annual 
payment of two hundred and fifty dollars, acquire the 
right to one bed in the hospital, for a case, curable or 
incurable, provided that such case requires medical or 
surgical care, does not call for more than ordinary at- 
tendance, and is of such a nature as not to disturb the 
peace and quietness of the other patients. These bene- 
ficiaries are admitted upon orders from the parties 
maintaining the beds, or their agents. 

Persons suffering from acute disease, not contagious 
or infectious, may be admitted by an order from the 
physician or surgeon on duty. "Recent accidents" 
are admitted at once, if brought to the hospital within 
twenty-four hours after the receipt of injury. 
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Sailors are admitted on the account of the Collector 
of *the Port, as in other hospitals. 

A large number of out-patients are prescribed for at 
the Dispensary, in the basement, daily (Sundays ex- 
cepted), in the forenoon.

Philadelphia Hospital. 



This iiospital is supported by the city, and, like the 
Ahnshoiise, of which it is a department, is under the 
charge of the " Board of Guardians for the Relief and 
Employment of the Poor of the City of Philadelphia." 
It embraces medical, surgical, and obstetrical wards, 
together with a Children's Asylum. The Insane Hos- 
pital is under the charge of a Medical Superintendent, 
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with an assistant. The medical staff of the establish- 
ment comprises five surgeons, five physicians, five 
accoucheurs, eleven resident physicians, a recording 
clerk, a curator, and a microscopist. 

Out-door relief is afforded to the poor upon applica- 
tion to the visitors of the various districts, or to any of 
the Guardians. For admission into the Almshouse ap- 
plication may be made at the city office, or at the insti- 
tution itself (by the Darby cars on Walnut St.). 

In order to exhibit the mode of working of this entire 
system, the following extracts from the rules adopted 
by the Board are given : — 

Physicians and Apothecaries for the Out-door Poor. 

At the request of a Guardian or Visitor, the physician for the 
district shall attend each and every case, of whatever nature or 
kind it may be, that requires medical assistance. He shall direct 
the necessary medicines to be prepared by the apothecary of hiv 
district, and shall bleed whenever that operation is necessary. 

The physician shall, when notified liy a Guardian or Visitor, 
examine a,py applicant for relief, and give a certificate of the ap- 
plicant's state of health, and ability to procure a livelihood. 

The physician shall, immediately after the receipt of a Guardian 
or Visitor's order, visit the pauper, and continue to attend until 
the termination of the case ; he shall make immediate written re- 
port to the Visitor of the district of such cases as, in his opinion, 
do not require public aid, and shall, once in every month, report 
to the Visitor the number and condition of the patients under his 
care during the past month. 

Each physician shall annually report to the Board of Guardians, 
at the first stated meeting in July, a list of all the sick placed 
under his charge during the past year, in the prescribed form. 

Tht out-door apothecaries shall furnish medicines from their owa 
dtock, in compounding and preparing the prescriptions ordered by 
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the out-cioor phjaioinnB. The preacriplions ahull be placed on a 
file, and nt the eipirntion of enoh qunrler, n bill with the ynuchers 
ehnll be furui^hed lo the npotbeonrj' or the houHe. who shiill com- 
pute their Talue n,t whnlesnle prices, mid submit the auuie to the 
Hospital Cammiltee fur npproval, preiiaus to their being pveEented 
lo the Commillee ou nocouuts. It is lo be underalood flinl the 
profit paid to out-door apothecaries is a full coosiderntion for 
eervicea rendered, and the mediciueH turuisUod by theoi shall be 
at cost prices. 

Upon any itpplicntion for an order of admission into the Alms- 
house, or to uo out-door phjsician for medioat attendance, it shall 
be the duty of the Vieitor lo carefully 'einmine into the case, and, 
if satisfied of ite necessity, he may grunt on oriier accordingly, 
reporting to the Board of Visitors all orders given for mediaal 
attendance, except oases of bastardy, nhioh shall be referred to 
Vbe out' door agent. 

It shall be the duty of the Visitor, before giving au order for 

to require the oerlificale of two respectable phyeiciunB, who shall 
be qualified before any alderaian, that the person for nhuee admiti- 
slod the application is mude is really insane,* aoil that resCrnint 
and medical Ireatmenl are necessary for his or ber recovery, which 
oertiBealc, vith the order, shall be transmitted to the house agent; 
und ho shall furlhermure report suoh facts ns he may be able to 
obtain, irith regard lo the patient's former life and habits, and the 
osuaea which led to his or her insanity. 

It shall be the duly of the Visitor, when application is made to 
biiD fur the interment of a poor person, to inquire into the iieces- 
uty of the case; nud should he judge it proper, he shall then give 
All order upon the out-door agent to provide fur the buiial. 

ViaitorB shall ascertain whether there are any children relieved 
by them, or belonging lo parents by them relieved, who have not 
been vaccinated, and if they find any such, they shall require that 
■pplkalion be maile to the vncciiie physician of the distriet, lo

have it done immediately ; and if the parents or nurse should re- 
fuse or neglect to comply with the request, the temporary relief 
granted them shall be withheld. 

The Visitors shall devote their whole time to the duties of their 
office, and they shall follow no other business or occupation with- 
out the permission of the Board. 

Visitors shall have authority, after careful examination, to grant 
orders for sending to the asylum foundling and destitute children. 
Such orders shall specify the name and age of the child, and the 
names of the parents of such children, as far as can be ascertained, 
with other particulars of the case, and every order shall be ac- 
companied by a certificate from some respectable physician, that 
the child is free from any contagious disease. 

Rvles and Regulations for Hospital and Insane Department. 

The Hospital shall be called " The Philadelphia Hospital," and 
the Insane Department shall be called ** The Insane Department 
of the Philadelphia Hospital." 

No patient shall be placed in any of the medical or surgical 
wards of the Hospital, until he or she shall have been seen and 
examined by the attending, or resident physicians, and no person 
shall be admitted or confined in the Insane Department, unless the 
Resident Physician thereof shall first have certified that, on ex- 
amination, the person for whose admission application is made is 
insane, or deprived of the use of his reason, and on that account 
is a suitable subject ; and all such admissions shall also be subse- 
quently examined by the Committee on Insane Department, and 
the necessary blanks shall be printed iu accordance with the above 
Rule. 

No pauper shall be employed as nurse in the Hospital, Insane 
Department, or Children's Asylum, and the committees having 
special charge of said departments are requested to employ per- 
sons for nurses of known integrity, and steady and temperate 
habits, and for a reasonable compensation. 

No cooking shall be done in any of the wards of the Hospital or 
Insane department, and one principal cook shall be appointed for 
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the kitchen in Ihe men's, nnd annther for the kitchen in the 
women's >livisinn, nith u nuilnble nuiiihpr nf itsaUtnnta; the diet 
for each wnrd Bhall be fixed befcire nine o'clock A. M. of each d«y, 
in order to allow lime for the preparation of Ihe arliclea of diet, 
and DO food ahall enter the wiirda, escept by the direct order of 
the phjsiciaDB hnving charge of the wards. 

The gfiles eepnrntmg the jards of the diSereot dcpnrtmeolB of 
the inalitotion from tbose of the men's nnd women'a Almshouses, 
Ehnll be kept constant!; cloeed nnd locked. 

Tbe keeper of the outside Hospital gnte is directed not to suffer 
tDgresa or ogress to an; person, except n sick pauper, and the 
person nacompaajiog, without a specinl order fruui n Quardinu, 
fclteuding I'hjsLainns of the Medical Bourd, Stewnrd, or Miitron. 

The wines and liquors used for medienl purposes in the iluspital 
Department shuU be pUced under the charge of the Storekeeper, 
and given out only on prescription from the allending I'hysicians 
oF the tncdical department, nnd the Storekeeper is to keep n book 
to show the qiisntily nnd kind of lii^iiur received and distributed 
by him, nod lay the same before the Committee on Hospilnl, weekly. 

The coDvaleacent pnlienls. and those afflicted with chronic dis- 
eases, shall not be permitted to visit the other pauptrs in the 
estHblishment, nnd nil intercourse between the two classes is 
strictly prohibited. 

With a view to nniformily nnd certiiintj in regard to medicines, 
bII pTeparntions of a standing kitid shall he according to tbe for- 
male of (he United States I'harninoopceia. 

All pnnper patients in the llospitnl or Insane Department, who 
Rre capable of performing labor, shall be sent daily to Ihe House 
of Employment. 

There shall be attached to the Hospital a drunkard's ward, for 
the reception of mania-A po{& oases, nnd such others as the at- 
tending Physician of the Mudioiil B>mrd shall direct. 

Phyncian of the Insane Deparlmnitt. 

The I'hysiclftii of the Insane Uepjirtraent shall reside on the 

premises, iiml hnvo, under the direction of the Committee on In- 
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sane Department, the charge and general supervision of that de- 
partment ; and every person and thing therewith connected shall 
be subjected to, and at all times under his immediate control. He 
shall enforce all the rules and regulations, grant liberty to, and 
preserve strict order among the patients and assistants in his de- 
partment. He shall suspend and report pauper assistants, who do 
not conduct themselves in an orderly, sober, and submissive man- 
ner, to the Steward for punishment. All persons under his charge 
receiving salary shall obey his orders. 

He shall visit the patients morning and evening, and at other 
times when it may be necessary. He shall keep a register, in 
which the name, age, birthplace, habits, etc., of each patient, 
together with as full a history of his or her disease as can be ob- 
tained, shall be recorded. 

It shall be his duty, whenever he deems it advisable, to request 
the attendance of the Consulting Physician or Surgeon of the 
Hospital. 

He shall prevent any unnecessary use of medicines, and shall 
see that all medicines ordered for use in the wards, are securely 
kept by the nurses under lock and key, and administered personally 
by them, or by a reliable assistant, according to his directions. 

He shall supervise the general diet of the Insane Department, 
and see that all necessary provisions are supplied ; he shall re- 
arrange the housekeeper's diet book at least once a month, and in 
order that the diet books shall always exhibit a fair statement of 
the diet of the wards, it shall be the duty of the Physician to write 
out, at large, the diet of the medical wards every day, and of the 
other wards every Tuesday and Friday, and revise and date these 
on the intermediate days. 

He shall have power to grant liberty to such of the patients 
in the Insane Department as he may think proper (unless such 
patients are debarred leave of absence), such liberty not to extend 
beyond one month. 

He shall make a weekly report in writing to the Committee, of 
the names of all patients received during the preceding week, 
together with their birthplace, age, social condition, causes of 
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insnaity, Bud sach othsr lafarmation aa is attainitblo. He aball ia 
like mnntier report the names and condition of thoae leRiing the 

Id the nionlb of Jannnr;, of encb yenr, he shnll cnmrnanicale 
tn the Board of Guardians the number uf patients who have been 
nnder treatment during the preceding (welye months ; this state- 
ment shall be in tabular form, and give in detnil the results of 
trealmeni, and it ebull be acoompnnied b; snah ubservatioiis and 
Buggestions as in his judgment ma; seem called for. 

No insane patient who lias not a legal residence wilhin the 
limits of the Poor I^istrict of the eitj of Pliilailelphia shall be 
admitted into the Insane Department of the Almshonao as a, piijr 
patient. 

Medical Board. 

The Medical Bnnrd of the Pbtlndelpbia Hospital consists of fire 
Physicians, five Burgeons, and five Accoacheurs. The; elect 
nnnnallj, bj ballot, a President and a Secretary. 

The Meellogs of the Medieai Boarii are ilatid Iia6 special; thi 
former nre beld i^iiarterl;, and the latter at an; time b; a call of 

The Bospilnl is dirided into three depnrtmeiils, viz., Medical, 
Burgionl, and Obstetrical. 

All the members of the Attetiiling Medi<^a1 Staff are on duty 
oontinaoualy, and Tisit the Institution at least four times in each 

No capital operation mn; be performed oontrary to the will of 
the patient ; nor then, until a consuttatiuti of all the Surgeons shnll 
be called, nnlese dein; imperil the life of the patient, in whieh 
uie the 8nrgeon on dut; mny dinpenae with a consultation. 

No antops; may he made without no order, signerl by a niHJorily 
or the eln»s of the Medieal lionrd in whose departmeol the death 
may have uccnrreil, and c^iunlerHigned b; the Steward, or by tho 
ChnirmaD of the Hospital Committee. 

Each Attending Otfioer may introduee four pupils to obserre the 
prucCice of the Hospital. 
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At least one member of each Staff must meet the Hospital Com- 
mittee at least once a month, for conference in regard to the 
Hospital Department. 

Resident Physicians, 

There shall be elected from time to time, semi-annually, at a 
stated meeting of the Board of Guardians, from the applicants 
recommended by the Medical Board, five Resident Physicians, who 
shall serve for fifteen months, from the time they begin their 
duties. 

Every Resident Physician elect, before entering upon the duties 
of his office, must deposit the sum of one hundred dollars in the 
hands of the Treasurer, to be forfeited to the use and benefit of 
the Institution in case of dismissal or resignation, but to be re- 
turned to those who serve their full term in a satisfactory manner. 

The Resident Physicians are provided with rooms, board, wash- 
ing, fuel, and lights, in the Institution, under the direction of the 
Steward, free of expense. 

Each department of the House has two Residents, who remain 
in each three months, and pass in rotation, as directed by the 
Medical Board ; it being understood that the male and female 
medical wards are separate and distinct departments, to have each 
two Resident Physicians. 

The Resident Physicians must visit their respective wards twice 
daily, morning and evening, at the hours designated by the Medi- 
cal Attendant, and must so arrange among themselves that both 
of the Physicians in the same ward shall never be absent from the 
House at the same time. 

No surgical operation, except such as may be designated by the 
Attending Surgeon, may be performed by the Resident Physicians, 
nor may they employ any obstetrical instruments with a view to 
delivery unless under the supervision of the Accoucheur on duty. 

It is the duty of the Residents to accompany the respective 
Medical Officers during their official visits to the Institution, and 
to be provided with ward books, furnished by the Board of Guar- 
dians, in which they shall carefully record all medical, dietetic, and 
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other direclioiis of tbe viBiting Medicnl AUendnnt, UDil«r their 
appro printo tiend«. 

The Reeideats uttend alterantclj' !□ the receiviug wai-d, isach 
baWag liis dnj of setVica fiied, which may bo determiued aniDng 
Ihemselies, nod do reaident shall, under niiy eionse, leave tb« 
Hoapitnl ou his reoaivLog day. 

It is the duty of the ttcaideat Fhyeioiaaa of each ward lo mnke 
oat D Quarterly Report, which, after beiog signed by the Medicnl 
Attendant, ia handed lo the Secretary of the Medical Uunvd within 
two weeks after the eipirntico of the quarter. 

The Beaidenta of each ward have charge of the in at ram eats 
belonging thereto, and are reepotieible for them to the Hospital 
Commiltee. One of tboee on duty in tbe Women's Msdicat Ward, 
fleleoled by the Miaroacopist, must lake charge of the Microecape 
Boom aod Microscope. 

It IB the duty of the Residents in the several wnrda, to make all 
antopsiei which may be directed by the membera of tbe Medical 
Board, and they tnnst always, in such casea, inform the other 
Reaideuta of the House, of the examination, that they may parti- 
cipate in any advantngea which may be derived therefrom. 

The Kesidenta must, if required, copy all prescriptions from the 
ward hooka, and baud them with the least posaiblo delay to tba 
Apothecary. They must aup, bleed, and auperintend tbe nppiioa- 
lion of leecfaea. In [be abaooce of both Apothecaries, they are to 
act aa aaaistant Apotheoariea. 

Two Rasideut Phyaioiana serve in the out-warda atleruatcly for 
three montha, the time for sueb service being determiued among 

tn cose of aacepted re«gaalion or death of a Resident Physician, 
■he vacancy shall he filled from thoae previously recommended by 
llie Medical Board, nhen practicable. 

No Resident I'liysician is allowed to engage in teaching, or in 
the practice of bis profession, during bia term of service; nor to 
fiiibtiih any reoord connected with the oases in tbe Hospital, 
wttbout pi-eviuusty obtaining the cunacot of Ihc Alteuitiug Medical 
Offioor having charge of the ease iu each iuatauce. 
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The Apothecary, or his assistant, must always be Id attendance 
in the shop from 8 o'clock A.M. until C o'clock P.M. from October 
to March; and from 1\ o'clock A.M. until 7 o'clock P.M. from 
March to October, of each day, except Sundays, when the time of 
service shall cease at 12 o'clock M. 

AdmiBsi(yii of Visitors, 

An order from a Guardian, the Secretary, or Out-Door Agent, 
shall admit the bearer thereof to any and every part of the insti- 
tution, excepting the Insane Department, Obstetrical and Venereal 
Wards (access to the latter named being attained only in confor- 
mity with the provisions of the next rule), from which visitors 
shall be excluded, unless by special order, visiting days to be 
Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays, reserving to the Resident 
Physician on duty the right to exclude visitors from such patients 
as he believes might be injured. The Steward and Door-keeper 
are required not to allow any one to pass on any day except those 
set apart, unless specially set forth in the handwriting of the one 
granting the permit ; to be good for the day only for which the 
same is issued. The Steward is directed to discharge any Runner 
who may be found conducting visitors to those parts of the house 
excluded upon the orders of admission. 

The Door-keeper is directed to regard no order of admission by 
whomsoever granted, when found in the hands of persons who 
have been detected in the attempt to carry spirituous, vinous, or 
malt liquors, or other prohibited articles, to any of the inmates, 
or of those who have, for the preceding three months, been in- 
mates of the Venereal Wards. Nor shall he permit any person to 
visit the Venereal or Obstetrical Wards, other than near relations 
of the inmates, ministers of the gospel, and members of the medi- 
cal profession. The visitors to the above-named wards shall not be 
allowed to hold conversation with any inmates of the wards, other 
than those named upon their permits. 

Medical Library and Pathological Museum. 

The Library and Pathological Museum are under the superin- 
tendence and direction of the Committee ou Hospital.

This Hospital is provided witli ambulances, and is 
connected by telegraph wires with the various District 
Station offices. Persons injured can thus receive imme- 
diate transportation and relief, as a Medical Officer of 
the Hospital is daily detailed to accompany the ambu- 
lance and to superintend the removal of the injured. 

It is proposed to erect shortly several pavilions on 
the most approved plans, which will greatly i 
the capacity of the Philadelphia Hospital.

The Municipal Hospital, 

Hart Lane near Twenty-first Street, 

Was formally accepted by the Board of Health of the 
City of Philadelphia, April 27, 1865. The following 
extract from a report of a speech made on that occasion 
by the late Dr. Wilson Jewell, will be interesting as an 
historical sketch of the previous steps taken by the 
authorities in regard to hospital accommodations for 
persons laboring under infectious diseases. 

**Up to the year 1743 there had not been a single hospital or- 
ganized in our city. In 1726 the smallpox broke out in the city, 
and a house located near where Ninth and South Streets intersect, 
was used as a pest-house. The victims of this epidemic in those 
days were taken to farm-houses. In the year 1748 the merchants, 
as a safeguard, took the subject of making provision for the sick 
into consideration, because the smallpox was increasing as immi- 
grants came upon our shores from Germany. The Colonial As- 
sembly became alarmed, and they built a pest-house on State 
Island, at a later period called Fisher's Island, near the mouth of 
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the Sahnjlkill. Tbia remained ia ase for sick itnmigrnnta until 
ISOO, wben the Lninretto, en Little Tinicum laltind, in Defnwnre 
County, WHS built. Tlie oaliiniitous neceaaity, in 1793, so alarmed 
the iohabitanta, thnt it was then considerEd abaolutelj neeesaary 
to BBtnbliBh Bome meHsures to baure tbe public aafety af tbia city. 
The Guardians or the Poor had already refused to receive Emull- 
poK or fover patients into the Almshouse, then located on Spruoe 
etrxiet, between Tenth and Eleventh. The renoaylvania KoapiCal 
was cloaeJ at tbat time. The Ouardiacs of the Poor took the old 
oircua, on Chestnut and SiKth Streets, but the residents of the 
vicinity threatened to bum the place down unless the sick were 
removed. Application was tben made to the magistracy of Ihe 
city, aad finally a plaeo waa selocted on Bush Hill. 

"The Board of Uealtb was organized in 1T04, and purchased the 
Fish Tavern on the west side of the bridge, now occupied by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company. This was uaed for a lime for 
hospital purposes. The (irst hospital established by the city was 
in 17!I6 or '97. This was the Wigwam Hotel, at the foot of Race 
Street, on the Schuylkill. It was then a somenhnt celebrated 
tavern, to which gentiemea resorted to eat perch, as they now do 
tit the Falls, where catfish and coSoe are popular. This llospitnl 
retained the name of (lie Wigwam Hotel for several years ; the 
sign that used to sniog there is !□ Qermaolown. but, being defaced 
by the ravages of time, has been painted over. In 1805 tbe oiti- 
lens in the vicinity of the Wigwam Hospilnl entered complaints 
against the institution. It was finally removed to other ground, 
on the Wissahiokon Road, near where Ridge Road and Wallace 
Street now intersect each other. Tbia place was occupied for two 
eesscns only, wben tbe citizens ngain robelled, itnd demanited ita 
removal. For a time the city was again without a hospital. The 
people settled down in the opinion that if tbe epidemio should 
agun visit tbe city, buiidinga ahonlil be put up at respectful die- 
tanoes, to meet tbe emergency. 

■' In the year IMIO a hospital for infectious diseasoa waa erected 
on Bush Hill, where it remained uoti! 1B55, wben it waa removed. 
Since that time Philadelphia has been without a City Hospital.

This was a subject much to be regretted. The Board of Health 
opened the Lazaretto Hospital, and patients had to be removed 
twelve miles from the city ; and no one can form any idea of the 
amount of suffering the poor creatures had to undergo. Now we 
have a hospital, with all the conveniences needed for the present 
era." 

The Hospital is, of course, maintained by appropria- 
tions made by the City Councils. It is under the man- 
agement of a physician-in-charge, appointed by the 
Board of Health. The diseases treated are smallpox, 
yellow fever, typhus fever, scarlet fever, cholera, epi- 
demic cerebro-spinal meningitis, relapsing fever, and, 
occasionally, measles. 

Upon receiving the certificate of a physician that a 
patient has one of the above enumerated diseases, and 
that his circumstances are not such as to admit of his 
being properly cared for at home, the Chief Clerk, or 
any member of the Board, issues an order of admission ; 
whereupon the Hospital ambulance is sent to remove 
the patient. If he is able to pay, one dollar per day 
will be charged ; if he is poor, no charge will be made. 

There is no compulsion in regard to entrance into the 
Hospital, except under extreme circumstances. 

The ordinary capacity of the Hospital is one hundred 
and ninety beds, independent of the room occupied by 
nurses and attendants, while the largest number of pa- 
tients under treatment at one time, during the late epi- 
demic of smallpox, was three hundred and twelve — 
being one hundred and twenty-two more than the ordi- 
nary capacity of the building. In order to meet this 
extraordinary demand, rooms were improvised by in- 
closing two of the large corridors, each of which will 
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accommodate from twenty-five to thirty convalescents ; 
and, in addition to this, a number of army hospital- tents 
were pitched, which with board floors and coal stoves 
were comfortable, even in the coldest weather.

The German Hospital of the City of Philadelphia. 

S. W. CORNER OP GiRARD AND CORINTHIAN AVENUES. 

Incorporated April, I860. Opened for the reception of Patients 

November, 1866. 

The members of this corporation are such persons 
as may be elected by ballot, pay five dollars admission, 
and three dollars annually ; fifty dollars paid in one 
sum constitutes a life-member; one thousand dollars 
constitutes a life-member, with a right to have con- 
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stantly one patient in the wards. Corporators who 
are "citizens above the age of twenty-one years" are 
eligible as managers, but must speak the German lan- 
guage . 

Any association or corporation, paying in one hundred 
dollars or more in one sum, may acquire one vote at the 
annual election. Every charitable, beneficial, or other 
corporation or association, contributing with the assent 
of the Board of Managers the sum of fifteen hundred 
dollars, is entitled to have one of its sick members con- 
stantly in the wards on its recommendation, and on 
payment of the further sum of one hundred and fifty 
dollars annually, such association or corporation has 
the privilege of the admission of another patient. 

On the last Wednesday in December of each year, 
the corporators elect eight Managers, to serve a three 
years' term. By the twenty-four Managers thus ap- 
pointed, the medical officers are chosen; they must 
"speak the German language with facility." 

Patients ate admitted without exclusion of nationality, 
creed, or color. The Hospital has now, with the new 
extension, accommodations for one hundred and thirty 
sick persons. 

Patients, to be admitted into the Hospital (except 
in cases of recent accident), must be residents of the 
city of Philadelphia, or immigrants who have not 
acquired a permanent residence ; if poor, they are 
treated gratuitously. 

For pay patients the charge is four to six dollars 
a week, or more in special cases, as decided by agree- 
ment between the applicant anil the steward, with the 
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consent of the Visiting Committee. Payment must be 
made, or security given, for two weeks in advance. 
Unmarried persons, by regular monthly payments of 
twenty-five cents, can acquire the right of free admission 
to the Hospital in case of sickness. The right is lost by 
three consecutive failures to pay the contributions. 

No one is admitted with infectious, pestilential, or 
incurable disease. 

At least one-tenth of the beds in the Hospital are 
reserved for the poor. 

• Visiting days for the friends of patients, Sundays 
and Thursdays, from lo A. M. to 2 P. M. Special 
privileges are granted by the Assistant Physician and 
Steward.

The Jewish Hospital of Philadelphia 

Is located on Olney Road near York Pike, 2 2d ward. 
It is accessible by the North Penna. R. R. to Tabor 
Station, is about two squares west of station — or in driv- 
ing out take Broad Street to its terminus, and then into 
York Pike. This Hospital is free for the alleviation of 
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the sick and wouuded of every creed, color, sex, or na- 
tionality; in connection with it is the Asylum for aged 
and infirm Israelites. Tlie number of beds in wards 
and single rooms for hospital use is forty, but when 
necessary can easily accommodate fifty. The Home or 
Asylum will accommodate about the same number. 

Cases of accident are admitted at any time without 
permit ; but all cases of sickness (excepting those of a 
contagious or infectious nature, which are never ad- 
mitted) require a permit from the Committee of Ad- 
mission, to be signed by two of their members (seven 
in number, residing or having offices in central loca- 
tions) ; this committee require a certificate from the 
attending physician as to the nature of the disease, etc., 
before granting a permit ; the resident physician in cases 
of emergency requiring immediate treatment can admit 
without it. The Hospital is free to all, but persons who 
desire to pay are charged a moderate sum. All receive 
the same treatment, rich and poor alike. 

The building is surrounded by fourteen and a half 
acres of beautiful rolling ground, and is in one of the 
finest parts of the city. The present site has been 
occupied about one and a half years, the Hospital 
having formerly been located at 56th and Haverford 
Road ; the building is complete in all its appointments 
for hospital purposes. Its cost completed and furnished 
was about $100,000, paid for by the Israelites of Phila- 
delphia, excepting a small mortgage. It is supported 
by yearly subscribers and voluntary donations.

Its capacity is now 
one hundred and fifty beds, but when the building is 
completed there will be two hundred and fifty beds. 

In addition to the public wards, there are a number 
of handsomely furnished private rooms, which can be 
procured at various prices, by persons desirous of extra 
accommodations, where they can enjoy all the comforts 
of a well-regulated home, together with all the benefits 
to be derived from such an institution. The patients 
in these private rooms have the privilege of selecting 
their own medical attendant. Physicians and surgeons 
who may have patients at hotels, boarding-houses, or 
private houses, can avail themselves of this opportunity 
by sending such patients to this Institution, where they 
are certain to receive that skilful nursing, tender care, 
and ceaseless attention which are the distinguishing 
characteristics of the Sisters of Charity — known now 
all over the world for their kindness, philanthropy, and 
self-sacrificing devotedness to the interests of religion 
and suffering humanity. 

Patients of all creeds and climes, except such as are 
afflicted by contagious diseases, are admitted. Although

The Medical Board consists of two Consulting and 
four Attending Surgeons, two Consulting and four At- 
tending Physicians, two Physicians for diseases peculiar 
to women, two Ophthalmic Surgeons, two Pathologists, 
and one Aurist, who give their attendance regularly at 
the Hospital at such seasons as may be agreed upon by 
themselves. In the out-patient department of this Hos- 
pital there are two Surgeons and two Physicians. 

The Physicians and Surgeons have power to appoint, 
with the approval of the Trustees, a sufficient number 
of Students of Medicine, or Graduates, who shall visit 
the wards with the Attending Physician or Surgeon on 
duty, and who shall keep an accurate record of all 
cases designated by them, and from which number the 
Resident Physicians shall ordinarily be elected. 

The following classes of persons are admitted : — 

Those who have been wounded, or otherwise injured, 
shall be received at all.hours, subject to such rules as 
the Board of Trustees may from time to time enact; 
provided, always, the patient be brought to the Hos- 
pital within twenty-four hours after the accident, in 
all cases where the application for admission has been 
practicable within that time ; 

Those laboring under curable diseases, able and 
willing to pay their board ; 

Poor patients, whom the Visiting Committee may 
deem fit objects of charity. 
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The Physician or Surgeon on duty shall have the 
power of admitting poor or charity patients in their 
respective wards, in such numbers as may hereafter be 
designated by the Board of Trustees or Visiting Corn- 
No person having any infections or contagious dis- 
ease shall be admitted to the Hospital.

The Philadelphia Orthopaedic Hospital and 

Infirmary for Nervous Diseases. 



This Institution occupies a large building at the north- 
west corner of Seventeenth and Summer Streets. It is 
sustained by voluntary aid and by State appropriations, 
and contains two rooms for private patients, and thirty 
free beds. 

All applications for admission to the Hospital, as 
house patients, or for aid in the purchase of necessary 
mechanical appliances, should be through the Executive 
Committee, and may be made in person on Wednesdays 
and Saturdays, at 12 o'clock M., or may- be addressed 
to Alfred Jones, Chairman of the Committee, at the 
Hospital. 

The diseases treated are: all forms of bodily de- 
formity — such as club-foot, joint diseases, and spinal 
distortions ; and all nervous maladies — such as paralysis, 
chorea, epilepsy, and neuralgia.

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The Preston Retreat. 

Hamilton Street between Twentieth and Twenty-first Sts. 

Founded in 1836. 

This Institution, which is supported by an income 
from estates left by the late Dr. Jonas Preston, is a 
lying-in charity for married women of good character, 
but in indigent circumstances, who are near the time 
of their confinement, where they may be received and 
provided with proper obstetric aid for their delivery, 
and with suitable attendance and comforts during the 
period of their convalescence. It has accommodations 
for about twenty patients. 

The use of the building was for many years allowed 
to the Managers of the ''Foster Home Association." 
It was first opened as a lying-in hospital in 1866, and 
during that year received 40 patients. About 120 in- 
mates yearly enjoy the benefits of the institution. 

Patients are admitted about two weeks before the 
expected time of their confinement, and are allowed 
four weeks in which to convalesce. Since each appli- 
cant is required to give references as to character, and 
furnish other proofs of her respectability, and, after 
becoming an inmate, is under observation for at least 
six weeks, this institution is enabled to supply the com- 
munity with healthy and reliable wet-nurses. 

Women desiring to enter this Institution as patients 
are requested to make personal application at the Re- 
treat at least one month before the expected time of 
their confinement. Applications for admission can be 
made upon any day of the week from 8 to 11 A. M.

Friends' Asylum for the Insane, 

fRASKFOBn (23lJ Winn) PULLADHLPni*, 

Is an unincorporated Institution, supported by members 
of the Society of Friends. 

lis legal tide is "The Contributors to liie Asylum 
for the Relief of Persons deprived of the Use of their 
Reason." 

It was fotincied about ihe year 1814, and the first 
patients were admitted iti May, 1817. 
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It is supported by contributions, donations, and lega- 
cies, and by income received for the board of patients. 
It has no endowment, but is aided to a limited extent 
by funds bequeathed for the special purpose, the income 
arising from which is applied to reducing the charge to 
patients in limited circumstances. It has never been 
aided by any appropriation from either city or State. 

Annuities, — A mode of obtaining contributions by 
annuities, not much known amongst us, but familiar to 
Friends in England, has been agreed on by the Con- 
tributors. On paying any sum of money to the 
Treasurer, for the use of the Institution, interest of six 
per cent, thereon is annually to be paid to the annuitant ; 
at whose decease the interest money ceases, and the 
principal remains the property of the Asylum. This 
mode will probably be convenient to many who are 
desirous of promoting the designs of the Institution, 
and yet do not prefer making any considerable donation 
during their lifetime. 

The Institution is open for the reception of all classes 
of the insane, without regard to the duration or cura- 
bility of the disease. It is proper to state, however, 
that idiots or persons affected with mania-a-potu are not 
considered suitable subjects for this asylum. 

Its use was at first limited to members of the Society 
of Friends, but for many years past all religious de- 
nominations are admitted to participation in its benefits, 
on equal terms with those for whom it was originally 
designed. 

The government of the Asylum is vested in a Board 
of twenty Managers, including a Secretary and a 
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Treasurer. The officers appointed by the Board are a 
Medical Superintendent, an Assistant Physician, and a 
Matron . 

Previous to a patient being taken to the Institution, it 
is necessary to arrange the rate of board with a Manager 
(or, if more convenient, with the Superintendent at the 
Asyhini), and to furnish a certificate of insanity from 
two or more respectable physicians, accompanied by a 
request signed by a legal guardian (or by a relative or 
friend in case the patient has no _ guardian) that the 
individual may be received into the Asylum. 

For the payment of board, etc., a bond must be 
signed by some responsible persons as sureties, one of 
whom must reside in or near Philadelphia. 

The charge for board includes washing, medicines, 
medical attendance, etc. 

If private attendants are deemed necessary, or de- 
sirable, they can iii all times be furnished, by a special 
arrangement with the Superintendent. 

Visitors to Ihc Asylum.— "When near relations or par- 
ticular friends of patients desire to be admitted to see 
their connections, application must be made to the 
Superintendent, who may allow such visits when cir- 
cumstances will adroit. 

As the genera! admission of visitors would be im- 
proper and injurious to the patients, no persons, except 
as above, .shall be admitted to the apartments occupied 
by patients, unless introduced by a Manager ; but on 
application to the Superintendent, they may be shown 
such parts of the building and appendages as are not so 
occupied. 
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In order lo preserve quiet on the first day of the 
week, visiting on any account on that day, either in the 
house or on the premises, is prohibited, unless under 
very peculiar circumstances.

This Institution also, although not within the city- 
limits, is so near them as to be properly mentioned in 
connection with the objects of this work. It is a pri- 
vate Hospital for mental diseases; and derives its sup- 
port from the payments made for board and medical 
care of patients.

The Philadelphia Dispensary. 

127 South Fifth Street. 

This Institution was founded in 1786. It is supported 
by private contributions, and by income from invest- 
ments. 

Any one who pays annually into the hands of the 
Treasurer one guinea, or five dollars, is entitled to the 
privileges of a contributor; and the payment of ten 
guineas, or fifty dollars, at one time, constitutes a person 
a life contributor. 

A Board, consisting of twelve Managers, is annually 
elected on the first Monday in January, by a majority 
of the Contributors ; and the Managers annually elect 
a Treasurer of the Dispensary, six Attending and two 
Obstetric Physicians, four Consulting Physicians and 
Surgeons, two Oculists, one Aurist, one Resident and 
one Assistant Physician, and an Apothecary. 

The six Attending or District Physicians attend 
promptly to all cases directed to their care by the 
Institution, and if any cases so directed shall prove 
unsuitable, they so report them as soon as practicable to 
the Dispensary, together with the disqualifying cause. 
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The Obstetric Physicians hold a daily rlinic for di 
eases of women, at their rooms, No. 15 North 13th 
Street, and attend cases of confinement at iheir 
homes. They keep a correct record of all Clinical 
Lying-in cases, with name, age, residence, color, 
tivity, disease, treatment, and result ; and at the end ot 
each year return a full Report to the Secretary. 

They appoint an Assistant Physician quarterly, si 
ject to the approval of the Secretary, whose duty is 
assist at the clinics, and in cases of slightly difficult 
labor; never performing the operations of turning, 
delivery by the forceps, or craniotomy, save in thi 
presence of a Princii>al. The prescriptions of thi 
Assistant, marked O. D. P. D,, shall be put up at thi 
Dispensary. 

In extreme cases, or in those of unusual interest, 01 
application of the attending accoucheur, the Secretary 
of the Managers may grant nursing aid for a limited 
period. 

The Physicians of the Eye and Ear Department hold 
a daily Clinic at their rooms, northeast corner of 13th 
and Chestnut Streets, and treat cases at their own homes 
in accordance with their judgment and convenience. 
They keep correct records of all cases under their care, 
with name, age, residence, color, nativity, disease, 
treatment, and result ; and at the end of each year 
transmit to the Secretary of the Dispensary a complete 
copy of such records. They appoint one or more 
Assistant Physicians quarterly, subject to the approval 
of the Secretary, whose duty is to assist at the clinics, 
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but not themselves to prescribe or operate save in the 
presence of a Principal. 

The benefits of the Dispensary are bestowed upon all 
applicants where circumstances do not admit of their 
employing a physician without being burdensome, re- 
siding between the Delaware and the Schuylkill, and 
between the north side of South Street and the south 
side of Vine Street ; the only exceptions being those 
suffering from delirium tremens or from venereal dis- 
ease, and mere paupers. Recent accidents occurring 
in the neighborhood are always treated on application. 

The portion of the city above mentioned is divided 
into six districts, each of which is assigned to one of 
the Attending or ''District" Physicians. 

The benefits of the Obstetrical and of the Eye and 
Ear Departments are extended to applicants from all 
parts of the city without limitation.

The Northern Dispensary af Philadelphia, for the 
Medical Relief of the Poor, 

608 FilHHOnUT AVESEE, 

Was chartered in 1817. Its support is derived from 
annual contributions, and the interest of a fund, being 
the accumulation of legacies bequeathed from time to 
time by benevolent persons. 

The Dispenpary is open daily; during the week, 
from 8 A.M. to i P.M., and 3 to 7 P.M. ; on Sundays, 
from 9 to 10 A. M., and from 5 to 7 P. M.

Any person disposed to become a contributor shall 
have his or her name submitted to the Board of Man- 
agers, and on a majority of those present agreeing 
thereto, and the payment of five dollars per annum, 
shall be a member, and shall be entitled to the privi- 
lege of having two patients at a time tinder the care 
of the Dispensary ; those who pay annually ten dollars 
shall have four, and so on in the same proportion; 
and those who pay twenty dollars in one entire sum 
shall be entitled during life to the privilege of having 
two patients attended at one time by the physicians of 
the Dispensary. 

All recommendations from contributors must be 
taken to the physician in whose district the patient 
resides. 

No persons shall be deemed objects of this charity 
but such as are necessitous, and not proper objects of 
the Guardians of the Poor. 
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Patients, when cured, must take a regular discharge 
from the physician to the contributor who gave them 
the recommendation, or they must not expect to be 
again received. 

Persons who go to the Dispensary for advice, need 
not obtain a recommendation ; but are required to 
report themselves until discharged, or they cannot 
again be prescribed for. 

Lying-in Department. 

For the purpose of extending the benefits of the 
Institution, the managers have established a Lying-in 
Department, for attending respectable poor married 
women at their own homes, subject to the following 
regulations : — 

1. All recommendations to the Lying-in Department 
must be signed by one of the Ladies' Committee on 
said department, and no physician shall attend on a 
parturient patient unless so recommended. 

2. Instruments shall not be used to accomplish de- 
livery without the advice of a consulting physician, 
except in extreme cases where immediate action may 
be absolutely necessary ; nor shall any capital surgical 
operation be performed by any of the physicians of the 
Dispensary without the same be advised by one or more 
of the consulting surgeons of the institution. 

3. Married women of respectable character only, and 
such as require no aid when in health, shall receive the 
benefit of this department. 

4. All contributions, donations, and legacies ex- 



pressly designed for tlie Lying-in Department shall be 
strictly appropriated to the support of the same.*

The Dispensary connected with this Institution, which 
is perhaps more commonly known as the ** Moyamensing 
House of Industry/' is very active. It is intended espe- 
cially for the relief of the worthy poor living on the south 
side of South Street, and in the district below this line. 

Lodging is furnished to such as apply for it. It is 
part of the plan to receive persons discharged from the 
Moyamensing Prison, thus allowing them a little time 
to examine and decide upon the course of their future 
lives before encountering the suspicion and sometimes 
the unnecessarily harsh treatment of the world. 

All lodgers are at liberty to spend three days at the 
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House; this limit has been jiidiciously established to 
prevent the charity of the Institution from being abused 
by healthy persons who should rely upon themselves for 
support. 

A daily clinic is held by the physicians in rotation, at 
iz^ o'clock. Patients are also attended at their own 
houses, on application at the Dispensary, and medicines 
furnished free of charge. 

The Obstetric Department was instituted in 186G, for 
the benefit of the deserving poor in the lower part of 
the city. A clinic for the diseases of women is held at 
the Dispensary on Tuesdays and Fridays, from eleven 
to twelve o'clock.

This Institution is supported altogether by voluntary 
contributions. It is under the control of a Board of 
twenty-four Managers, elected annually by the contri- 
butors. As the name indicates, the original plan calls 
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for a Hospital, a Home for Incurables, and a Dispen- 
sary for gratuitously supplying the deserving poor with 
medical advice and medicines. The last mentioned is 
the only part now in efficient operation. A corps of 
ten physicians and surgeons, with a resident physiciai 
are in attendance at stated hours. 

The distinctive feature of the chanty is that each 
physician confines his attention to a specific class of 
affections. So far as known, this was the first successful 
effort of the kind in the country. 

The physicians are directed not to interfere with the 
operations of the Guardians of the Poor, but to limit 
their efforts, as much as possible, to the wants of the 
"needy and industrious poor." None are refused i 
sistance, but the class mentioned is to be especially en- 
couraged. 

The Hospital and Infirmary for Incurables was begun 
and successfully carried on during the early years of 
the establishment of the Institution, but the want < 
suitable buildings necessary for properly embracing the 
idea of its projectors, led the Board of Managers t 
devote the entire resources of the charity to the Dis- 
pensary Department. Contributions are now solicited 
for the purchase of necessary ground and the erection 
of a hospital building. 

Application should be made in person on the days 
and at the hours specified below. Medical men, stu- 
dents of medicine, or any other persons interested in 
public charities, are always welcome to see the work- 
ings of the Institution.

They will be kept in the Asylum until 
they are twelve years old, when they must be inden- 
tured to responsible guardians. It is a fact worthy of 
record, that during the fifty-two years of the existence 
of this charity, not one child within its limits has ever 
been refused admission into the Asylum, while many 
other have been received by a special vote of the board. 
No child can be admitted with any physical defect that 
may deprive it of the power of earning a living, and all 
must undergo a medical examination by the attending 
physician of the Society.

Christ Church Hospital, 

which is really a Church home, was founded in 1772, 
by a bequest from Dr. Kearsley, to which a munificent 
addition was made in 1789, by Joseph Dobbins, of 
Charleston, S. C. The building is situated on Belmont 
Avenue, on the west side of the Schuylkill ; the city 
office is at 217 S. 3d St. This Hospital will accommo- 
date about 100 inmates — ** poor or distressed women of 
the communion** of the Episcopal Church. 

Mode of making application for admission, — For this 
purpose, blank forms are, when requested, furnished 
by the Managers, upon which answers to the following 
points are required : Name of the applicant — Birth- 
place — Date of birth — Baptized, where, when, and by 
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whom— Confirmed, when, where, and by whom — Com- 
municant, in what church— Residence, with name of 
street and No. of house — Married or single — Children 
now living, and, if any, their names and residences.

Although the benefits of this charity are intended 
for the church at large, its management is committed 
to six persons, chosen annually, three by the vestry of 
Christ Church, and three by the vestry of St. Peter's 
Church; but, by act of Assembly, the legal property \\ 
in Christ Church, Therefore, if any persons should 
be desirous of extending this charity, or of adding 
il other purposes of a like nature, their gifts or bequests 
must be made to "The Rector, Church Wardens, a 
Vestrymen of Christ Church, in trust for Christ Church 
Hospital."

They are received, upon commitment by Judges of 
the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania ; by Judges of the 
District Courts and Courts of Common Pleas of Phila- 
delphia and Alleghany Counties ; and by the President 
Judges of any of the other county courts in the State. 
These commitments are based upon affidavits of the 
facts, taken and reduced to writing in presence of the 
child or children to be so committed. For Philadel- 
phia cases, application should be made to MacGregor 
J. Mitcheson, Esq., solicitor and counsel, 528 Walnut 
Street. 

They may also be released by a parent, guardian, or 
next friend, appearing — with the child or children — 
before the appropriate committees at the **Home** on 
Tuesday from 10 to i P. M. 

None but healthy children can be accepted. No fees 
are charged, and no pay received for the admission and 
care of children. 
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Friendless orphanage; neglect, abandonment, or 
inability to support those having one or both parents, 
are the usual grounds of admission. 

When received, they are fed, clothed, and educated 
at the " Home," until they can be indentured to learn 
some useful trade or occupation j the boys until 21, 
the girls until 18 years of age; when their master, ' 
who has supported them meanwhile, must supply them 
with at least two suits of clothes, one whereof shall be 
new, and ^50, Farming and housewifery are the 
branches of industry generally preferred for the boys 
and girls respectively. 

Connected with the Northern Home for Friendless 
Children, and under the same management, is an In- 
stitute for the Orphans of United States Soldiers and 
Sailors, from Pennsylvania, who died during, or from 
wounds or disease contracted during, the insurrection 
of 1861-65. For admission to this department of the 
" Home," or to any of the Homes or Schools of the 
State, application must be made to the Committee for 
the ward of the city in which the applicant resides, a 
list of which is hereunto annexed, or to Mrs. E. W.

The object of this Institution is to provide for the 
mainlenanLe and education of orphan and destitute 
white children, either gratuitously, or at such moderate 
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charge as the circumstances of their parents or guardians 
may render expedient. It is under the control of a 
Board of Managers of twenty-one ladies, and a Board 
of Council of not more than twenty-one gentlemen, 
elected annually. 

Any person who annually pays a sum of not less 
than two dollars, on or after the first day of February, 
is a member of this society, and entitled to a vote at 
the election for Managers and Board of Council. The 
payment of the sum of fifty dollars at one time con- 
stitutes a life member.

" Article XII. — Girls after attaining sixteen years of age, and

The Managers of the National Home for Disabled 
Volunfeer Soldiers aided during the years 1868-9, ^"^^ 
70, 71, ami 73, an average of four thousand disabled 
soldiers each year. For want of sufficient accommoda- 
tions, while the asylum buildings were in process of 
construction, a considerable portion of those so aided 
were given "out-door relief," that is, aid to beneficia- 
ries who do not go to the Asylum, but who remained at 
home. The Managers now give notice, that the build- 
ings of the several Asylums are so far comi)leted as Co 
enable them to receive and care for all the disabled 
soldiers entitled to admission ; and that, hereafter, they 
will give out-door relief only in cases where the appli- 
cant is so sick or so badly disabled, that he cannot be 
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safely removed to one of the Asylums, which facts 
must be supported by affidavit of the applicant and the 
certificate of a reputable surgeon. 

Three Asylums have been established, each located 
on grounds selected for beauty and healthfulness. The 
Central Asylum, near Dayton, Ohio; the Eastern 
Branch, near Augusta, Maine ; Northwestern Branch, 
near Milwaukee, Wisconsin, and the Southern Branch, 
near Hampton, Virginia. These Asylums have not 
only all the ordinary comforts of a home, but are each 
provided with a chapel for religious services, lectures, 
concerts, etc. ; a hospital, with experienced surgeons 
and nurses ; library and reading room, amusement hall, 
school room, post and telegraph offices, store, work- 
shops, etc. Those who desire to fit themselves for 
actual employment, may in the school educate them- 
selves for book-keepers, clerks, school-teachers, tele- 
graph-operators, etc. ; or, in the workshops, learn new 
trades suited to their peculiar disability. 

The overseers of all almshouses and charity hospitals 
having disabled soldiers subsisting upon private benefi- 
cence are respectfully urged to report such cases to 
either of the managers, as it is not fit that meritorious 
disabled soldiers of the nation should be supported by 
private or public charity. Soldiers are especially in- 
formed that the asylums are neither hospitals nor alms- 
houses, but homes where subsistence, care, education, 
religious instruction, employment, and amusements are 
provided for disabled soldiers by the Congress of the 
United States, to be paid for from the forfeitures and 
fines of deserters from the army. The provision is not 



a charity. It is a contribution by the bounty -jumpers 
and bad soldiers to the brave and deserving, and is 
tbeir right. 

Requirements for Admission. — Volunteer soldiers 
desiring admission may apply by letter to either of the 
managers, or at the branch Asylum nearest to their 
place of residence; whereupon blank applications will 
be sent to the applicant, and if duly qualified, transpor- 
tation will be furnished him. If the applicant is unable 
to be removed to the Asylum, relief may be granted by 
the manager to whom the application is made. 

The requirements are ;^ 

First^An honorable discharge from the Volunteer 
Service. 

5ir(rti/ji/— -Disability by wounds received or sickness 
contracted in the line of duty. 

Third — A soldier entitled to or having a pension, 
making application for admission, must forward to the 
manager to whom he applies for admission, his dis- 
charge paper and pension certificate, or receipt therefor, 
or both, as the case may be, before his application is 
granted, which papers will be sent to the branch of the 
Asylum to which the applicant is admitted, to be kept 
there for his use, and returned to him when he is dis- 
charged. This rule is adopted to prevent the losses of 
such papers and certificates, and to hinder fraudulent 
practices.

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The Lincoln Institution. 

308 South Eleventu Street. Incorporated 1866. 

"Its object is to provide a home for the care and training of 
white boys and youths, and for the orphan sons of white soldiers 
and sailors of the United States " {^Consiihdion^ Art. 1.) 

It is supported by voluntary contributions, and by the 
board paid by or for some of the inmates. The State 
of Pennsylvania pays $125 per annum for each boy sent 
by the Superintendent of Soldiers* Orphans (office at 
Harrisburg). Corporators are constituted by annual 
payments of two dollars or more. 

The Institution is under the control of a Board of 
Managers of thirty ladies and a Board of Council of 
not more than thirty gentlemen, elected annually by 
the Society. Six clergymen of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, and four physicians, are appointed, to visit the 
Institution in rotation, for two months each year. 

A Committee of the Managers attends at the Institu- 
tion every Tuesday, at 11 o'clock A. M., to admit and 
dismiss inmates. 

In the Annual Report, issued January, 1874, the 

council say : — 

*<The statistics of the Institution show that there have been 
238 boys received by it since its formation, of whom 120 are at 
present with it. Of the remaining, five have died, some have 
been transferred to country schools by order of the State Superin- 
tendent, and the balance have been returned to their mothers, 
they all being over 16, and in a position where they are enabled 
not only to enrn enough for their own support, but also to con- 
tribute to that of their mothers. No stronger argument in favor 
of the system of the Institution can bo produced, than the simple 
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rocilal of this fact. Of those now in tlie Institution, 80 are wotk- 
ing-bo}'a: the remuining 40 haie been CrauBferred to the Educa- 
tionn) Home Cor Boys. The tolnl number of bo^s at irork during 
the;eariBej," 

The Board of Managers say, in their report : — 
'■ We are grntified to be able to recerd the fact, Ihat the muoh 
needed nursery for our Btnaller pupils and a Homo for nil time for 
orphsD and destitute bojs, has bren most aaspiciousl; completed 
under the corporate title of "The Educational Uome for Boys." 
Its charter proTiiles tbnt the ofEcers of this Inslitulinn shall always 
be ix-ojjicio members ; thus legally binding them together. Through 
the generosity of a gentleman and Indy of this city, a square of 
grouud on 49lh Streets between Greenway and Kingseasing Axe 
nues, has been presented to this new InstitutLon. A most aom 
plete building, capable of ncc ammo dating one hundred and fiftf 
boys, is now erected. It cost forty-eight tbonsand dollars, i 
is entirely paid for."

The object of the Day Nursery is to receive and 
care for, during the day, the young children of poor, 
industrious working women, whose employment calls 
them from their homes, and who would otherwise be 
obliged to leave their children entirely without pro- 
tection, and subject to the perils of fire and accident. 

A payment of 6 cents a day is required from the 
mother of each child. 

No child is received unless the mother is employed 
away from her home. 

Children must be brought to the Nursery as clean as 
circumstances will allow. 

Three meals a day are given of good, wholesome 
food, and washing and bathing are strictly attended to. 

Children are received at 6^ o'clock in the morning, 
and none are admitted who are over eight years of age. 
They must be called for and taken away by their 
mothers by 7 o'clock in the evening. 

Such instruction as they are capable of receiving, 
is given them by the Matron, who also exercises a 
careful supervision in the play-room which is provided 
for them. 

Those who are old enough are sent to the Public 
Schools, and return to the Nursery for meals and during 
the school recess. 

The Nursery is visited daily in turn by one or more 
of the Managers.

When clothing is provided by the friends, 
only $240 a year are charged. 

It is very desirable that the deaf and dumb should be 
taught to form letters with a pen or pencil, and, if 
possible, to write the names of common objects, before 
they are sent to the Institution. 

STATE OF PENNSYLVANIA. 

Applicants for the bounty of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania must be between the ages of ten and 
twenty years ; and, before they can be admitted, satis- 
factory evidence must be furnished, from respectable 
persons of their neighborhood, of the pecuniary inabil- 
ity of the parents, and of the good natural intellect of 
the child, and its freedom from any constitutional mal- 
ady that might incapacitate it for instruction. 

On application to the Principal of the Deaf and 
Dumb Institution, Philadelphia, by letter or otherwise, 
a paper with printed questions and blank spaces for 
answers will be forwarded. After the paper has been 
filled out, it must be returned to the Institution. The 
applicant will soon be informed of the result of the 
application. 

The number of pupils on the State fund is limited ; 
new pupils can only be admitted when vacancies occur. 
The term allowed is six years, which may be extended 
to eight. 
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STATE OF NEW JERSEY.

The Pennsylvania Institution for the Instruction 

of the Blind. 

Race Street from 20tu t.> 2Ist. Founded in 1833. 

This Institution is supported chiefly by annual ap- 
propriations from the State ; it has also an annual 
income from invested legacies. It is under the control 
of a Board of Managers. 

Indigent blind persons are admitted and maintained 
for eight years at the charge of the State ; they receive 
a good practical education in literature and music, and 
are also taught trades. Those who leave in good stand- 
ing, but are indigent, receive an outfit of from JI50 to 
^75, to aid them in getting such books, machinery, or 
apparatus as they may need. 

Applications for the admission of pupils may be made 
to the Chairman of the Committee on Admissions, Hon. 
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A. V. Parsons, or lo Wm. Chapin, Principal, who will 
furnish the necessary papers. Children are not usually 
admitted under it years of age, nor if they have suffi- 
cient sight to be taught in the public schools. 

Persons able to pay are charged S300 per annum, or 
a less sum, according to their ability. 

The States of New Jersey and Delaware provide for 
the instruction of their blind in this Institution.

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The Pennsylvania Working Home for Blind Men. 

No. 3518 Lancaster AvBiiini. 

This is a recent organization for affording employ- 
ment to blind mechanics and workingmen. It proposes 
to supply to these men material to be manufactured in 
the workshop of the " Home/* and sold as in any regu- 
lar business. 

Blind men, however well they may have learned their 
trade, have no foothold in workshops of the seeing. 
They must either labor alone, in which case success is 
almost hopeless, or else join with others of their own 
class. From their small numbers, and generally smaller 
means, they are unable to form co-operative associations, 
such as have been successfully adopted by workingmen 
in England during the past few years. 

Friends of the blind, encouraged by the success of 
these associations, have organized ''Working Homes'* 
in London, Liverpool, and other cities of England, 
which have been the means of affording constant em- 
ployment to a large number of this class, and thus en- 
abling them to support themselves. 

The Pennsylvania Working Home for Blind Men is 
the first organization of this kind in America, and is now 
opening its doors to these helpless but willing laborers. 
It offers employment, not alms. With regular employ- 
ment, it is believed that the larger number of its inmates 
and outside workmen will support themselves, while the 
amount that may possibly be needed to supplement the 
labor of the few, will be but a tithe of what the public 



is now called upon to give as charity. Men of business 
will recognize the distinction between aiding a willing 
laborer and supporting a pauper.

The object of this Institution is to afford a home for 
such poor girls, orphans or half orphans, over the age 
often years, as may be brought by parents, or recejVfjt' 
under the approval of the Judge of a Court of Req^rd ' 
for the city and county of Philadelphia, or any President 
Judge of the Courts of this Commonwealth ; to detain, 
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maintain, educate, and control such girls until proper 
persons can be found who may be willing to receive 
them as apprentices to sOiTie useful art, trade, calling, 
or employment, when, with the assent of any Alder- 
man, or Judge of a Court of Record of the city or 
county, they may be indentured until the age of eighteen 
years. 

The Home is supported entirely by voluntary contri- 
butions. It is in the hands of a Board of Trustees, with 
whom are associated twenty ladies as Managers. 

During the sixteen years of the existence of this In- 
stitution, nearly four hundred girls have been received 
into its care, about two hundred girls have been placed 
in families, ninety -five have done well at service, have 
served out their time, learned trades, married, or sup- 
ported themselves respectably.

The officers are a President, two Vice-Presidents, a 
Secretary, Treasurer, and twelve Managers, who con- 
stitute a Board, chosen annually. 
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The Managers have power to elect members of the 
Society, make by-laws, accept resignations, supply 
vacancies in their own body, and generally to transact 
the business of the Society in its recess. 

The Managers appoint a Fuel Committee, whose duty 
it is to purchase fuel on the best terms, and to report 
their proceedings at each stated meeting. 

They appoint suitable agents to receive deposits, who 
are to pay over the amount when called for by the 
Managers. 

The deposits from any one person are limited by the 
Board, and are subject to such other regulations as may 
be adopted. 

Coal is furnished to the Depositors at one dollar per 
ton less than the Society pays therefor at wholesale 
rates, the deficiency being made up from the Society's 
funds. 

Depositors are entitled to draw Fuel in the winter to 
the amount of their deposits, subject to such regulations 
as the Managers may adopt. 

According to Article VI. of the Constitution, 

** The Society shall have power to assess an annual contribution 
upon its members for the support of the Institution, provided the 
clear yearly income of this Society from all sources shall not ex- 
ceed $2000. Ten dollars in one payment shall constitute life- 
membership. 

•*No officer or other member of the Society shall, directly or in- 
directly, receive any compensation for services rendered the Insti- 
tution; nor shall they be responsible for any losses that may 
occur.*' 

Article VI. of the By-laws reads thus : the Receivers 
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Sec, i. Shnll be appointed h; the Goaril, and the; nlone shnll 
receiie money from depositors. 

Sec. 11. Tbe; shall furaish encb depositor with a pnss-book,

Sec. IV. No deposits shall he received after the 31st dny of 
tenth month (October), on nccount uf the current yenr. untess 
anlhoriied by a resolution of the Bonrd ; but deposits may be re- 
ceived at any lime on the oeil year's nccount.

The Grandom Institution. 

IxcoRPOHATun Afril S3, I8J1. 
This Institution was established under the will of 
Hartt Grandom, wlio left a letter of instructions lo 
his executors, expressing a wish that they should 
transfer to an incorporated or benevolent society all 
the ground-rents he might uwn at his decease, and 
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other suitable property, so as to make the clear annual 
income about fifteen hundred dollars, to be an annual 
permanent fund, to alleviate the most prudent of the 
poor (but not the intemperate) in procuring fuel, 
clothing, and other necessaries, which such persons 
want in winter, of which only the income should be 
expended, and not to be lessened, but remain to pro- 
duce a regular annual income for said purpose. 

He in like manner further declared that he had long 
desired that a society were established in the city of 
Philadelphia, composed of discreet members, who feel 
an interest in the moral and religious welfare of young 
men who arrive at manhood and want assistance to 
commence the various vocations they have learned, 
and whose parents are unwilling or unable to aid 
them, whereby they sustain loss, and feeling it to be 
his duty to commence such an institution, he directed 
that if an incorporated or other society should be 
formed at his decease or within one year thereafter, 
such as should be approved by his executors and those 
whom they should consult, and embrace the views of 
the testator, a conveyance should be made to it, either 
of the real or personal property, worth about twenty 
thousand dollars. 

These provisions were duly carried out by the or- 
ganization of a society. 

The Managers make by-laws for their own govern- 
ment, and adopt such regulations, and appoint and 
remove at pleasure such officers or assistants as they 
deem advisable, for carrying into effect the objects of 
the Institution. They have power to elect contributors; 
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to accept resignations; to supply vacancies in their 
own body ; and to generally transact the business of 
the Institution. They meet monthly, and report a 
summary of their proceedings for the year to the an- 
nual meeting of the contributors. 

Members. An annual payment of three dollars !s 
re(|uired from each contributor; but the payment of 
twenty dollars constitutes membership for life. 

It is a condition of all loans, and incorporated in 
every bond : — 

I. Thnt lonns Bhnll be mBcJe to, or ouiULnued with, Ihoae only 
vbo nre tcmpernte auij orgnod moral chnrncter. 

II. Tbnt Ibe recipient, in case of diffiuulty or inHoWeticy. alinll 
mnke no preferenoes hy nsBignnient or otherwise, but oonTPne bia 
creiiitora. nnil he goTerned by tbeir conrael or dirEelions, 

III. Thnt he ebnll keep insured from irear to yenr his stock of 
goods and implements of trade, and shall deposit (he policy with 
llie Secretary of Ibis Society, who in onse of loss shall he nuthor- 
iieci lo receiTB (he inauraoCB money and apply Ibe snme lo restore 
(be properly dedlrnyed or injured, wilhoat diBchnrging the liability 
of Ibe sureties 

IV. That he sbnll keep an einct nccount of bin expenses; take 
an inientory of bia slock on band, and settle up hia nccounla once 
Ik yenr ; and that his books and balance sheet shall be open to Ibe 
inspection of the conimillBO nnd sureties wheu required. 

V. Thai no loan sb^ll be made of n larger amount than five 
hundred dollars to one indiriduni, nor for a longer term than fiva 
years; hut n gradnnl return of the principal at an earlier day may 
bo Blipulaled for if deemed eipedienl. 

VI. The rate of interest sball be six per cent, per nnnnni, pay- 
able half yearly, nnd In he paid vithin Ihirly rinys after it hecomea 
due ; but if paid to Ihe treasurer within fiye dnja after it becomes 
Jue, it shall he only fiie per cent, per annum. 

VII. Thai if any of saiJ conditions ahull be riolated, it shall be 
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construed as a forfeiture of the credit on the loan, and the Insti- 
tution shall be nt liberty to proceed forthwith to recover the 
nmount thereof, with interest, by due course of law, but without 
tnking a preference thereby in case the borrower shall make a just 
and equal distribution of his effects among his creditors ; and the 
omission to take a preference shall in no wise exonerate the 
sureties. 

VIII. No loan shall be made without two good and sufficient 
sureties, who shall assent to all the conditions of these regulations 
respecting loans. 

IX. The committee and sureties shall be at liberty to exercise a 
watchful and friendly care over the borrowers for their good, 
without its being considered officious; and if at any time the sure- 
ties shall become uneasy with the conduct of the borrower they 
are security for, they may require the debt to be paid by hina, or 
that he shall make an assignment for the equal benefit of his 
creditors. 

X. That the report of a majority of the Committee on Loans, to 
the Secretary, that any of these conditions shall have been violated 
shall be sufficient authority to enter up the warrant of attorney, 
and to proceed for the recovery of the debt ; but any omission to 
proceed for such recovery shall not be pleaded in defence by the 
sureties, until they shall have given written notice to the Secretxiry 
requiring a collection for a specified cause; and the cause being 
sufficient and true, there shall have been unreasonable delay in the 
attempt to recover the debt; and then only shall be discharged to 
the extent of the loss sustained by such neglect. 

The Board of Managers have agreed to limit the 
amount to be loaned to each applicant at $150 yearly. 

They furnish coal to persons properly recommended 
at about half the actual cost. The price at present is 
$2i a ton.

State Laws affecting Physicians practising in 
L , Philadelphia. 

|V Tht "Anatomy Act." 

Ad; public ofBcer in lh« city of Pbitmlelphia ntid ccuutj nf 
Alleghnnj, haTing charge thereof, or coalrol over the same, ehull 
gire permission to an; physician or surgeon of the same city and 
oonnt;, apon his request Eonde therefor, to talte the bodies of 
deceased persons, required to be buried at (he public eipensB, to 
be hf him used, vitiiin the State, for the ndvEtncement of inedicnl 
science, preference being given (o medical schools, public aud 
private, and said bodies to be distributed to and among the same 
eqnilabi;, the number nsaigne<l to eacb being proportioned to tfaat 
of ils students: Provided, Itowcver, tbat if the ilooea^ed perE'on, 
during his or her last sicknees, of hia or her own accord, sIihII 
request to be buried, or if any person, claiming to be, and satis- 
fying the proper authorities that bo is, of kindred to the deceased, 
Bball ask to have the body for burial, it shall be surrendered ri>r 
interment; or il such deoensed person was a slranger or traveller, 
who died suddenly, the body shall be buried, and shall not be 
handed over as aforesaid. (Act of March IB, 18t)7, J I. P. L. 407.) 
Every plijsician or surgeon, before receiving any such deuJ 
body, shall give to the proper nulhorlties, surrendering Che same 
to him, u EulGuient bond thai each body shall be uhed only for the 
promoliori of raediunl acience, nilhin this HKnXe; nnd whosoever 
shall use such body or bodiea for any other purpose, or slinll 
remove the some beyond Die limits of ihiH Stale, and wiiosoever 
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shall sell or buy such body or bodies, or in any way traffic in the 
same, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, on con- 
viction, be imprisoned for a term not exceeding five years, at hard 
labor in the county jail. (Ibid. \ 2.) 

Ungraduated Physicians and Druggists. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to commence or continue 
the practice of medicine or surgery in the counties of Dauphin, 
Chester, Carbon, Luzerne, Mercer, Erie, Blair, Bradford, Sulli- 
van, Crawford, Beaver, Monroe, Washington, Venango, Lycoming, 
Huntingdon, Schuylkill, Lawrence, Somerset, Philadelphia, York, 
Union, and Adams, who has not graduated with the degree of 
Doctor of Medicine, an<l received a diploma from a chartered 
medical school or other institution authorized to grant medical 
diplomas : Providedj that the provision of this section shall not 
apply to persons who have been ten years in continuous regular 
practice in said county, though they may not have graduated as 
aforesaid, nor to persons who are reading medicine under the con- 
trol and instruction of a physician or surgeon who has the quali- 
fication to practise prescribed by this section, when such persons 
have the assent of such preceptor to practise : Provided, however, 
that such student shall not locate any office or business station 
outside the usual office of his preceptor. (Act of March 31, 1870, 
? 1. P. L. 705.) 

Sale of Poisons. 

If any person shall sell or expose for sale the flesh of any dis- 
eased animal, or any other unwholesome flesh, knowing the same 
to be diseased or unwholesome ; or sell or expose for sale unwhole- 
some bread, drink, or liquor, knowing the same to be unwholesome ; 
or shall adulterate for the purpose of sale, or sell, any flour, meal, 
or other article of food, any wine, beer, spirits of any kind, or 
other liquor intended for drinking, knowing the same to be adul- 
terated ; or shall adulterate for sale, or shall sell, knowing them 
to be so adulterated, any drugs or medicines: such persons so 
off'ending shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
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be senUnccd la pay n fiae not exceeding one bnndred dollars, or 
undergo nn iniprisonmeiit not exoecdiug six monthB, or both, or 
eitlier, at tbe dUcrelion of the court. (Act of March 81, 1860, 
I 6S. P. L. 400.) 

No npotheodry, druggist, or other peraon shall sell or dispose of, 
by relnil, any morphia, Blrjohoia, nrsenio, prusaio acid, or corro- 
sivB EDblimnte, except upon the preEoriplioD of a p!i;eiciaQ, or on 
the personal application of some reepectable inbabituoC of full ago, 
of the towD or place in vhich eucb sale shall be made ; and in all 
caaes of such mle. the word poison ahould lie carefully and legibly 
marked or placed upon tbe label, package, bottle, or olher vessel 
or thing in which such poison is contained ; aud when eold or dis- 
posed of. otherwise than under the prescription of a physician, the 
apothecary, druggist, or other person selling or disposing of the 
same, shall note in a register kept for that purpose, tbe aame and 
reeidenve of the person to wham such sale was made, the quantity 
eold, and the date of such sale ; any person offending herein shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on conviction, be sentenced to 
pay a fine not exceeding fifty dollars. (Ibid. ^ TO.) 
Slyrder. 

All murder which sbnll be perpetrated by menns of poiGon, or 
by lying >d wait, or by any other kind of wilful, deliberate, and 
premeditntcd killing, or which shall be cammilted in tbe perpe- 
tration or, or attempt to perpetrate, any arson, rape, robbery, or 
burglary, shall be deemed murder of the Erst degree, and all other 
kinds of murder shall be deemed tnurder in the second degree, 
and the jury before whom any person indicted for murder shall be 
tried, iball, if they Rnd such person guilty thereof, ascertain in 
their verdict whether it be murder of the first or second degree; 
but if such person shall be convicted by confession, the court shall 
proceed, by eiaminations of witnesses, to determiae the degree of 
the crime, and to give sentenoo accordingly. (Ibid. | 74.) 
Dealli/aHuwing ihc Attempt to Procure an Aborlioit, 

If any purson shall unlawfully administer to any woman preg- 
nant or quick with child, or suppoaod and believed to he pregnant 
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or quick with child, any drug, poison, or other substance whatso- 
ever, or shall unlawfully use any instrument or other means what- 
soever, with the intent to procure the miscarriage of such woman, 
and such woman, or any child with which she may be quick, shall 
die in consequence of either of said unlawful acts, the person so 
offending shall be guilty of felony, and shall be sentenced to pay 
a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, and to undergo an im- 
prisonment, by separate or solitary confinement at labor, not ex- 
ceeding seven years. (Ibid. \ 87.) 

Procuring or Attempting to Procure an Abortion. 

If any person, with intent to procure the miscarriage of any 
woman, shall unlawfully administer to her any poison, drug, or 
substance whatever, or shall unlawfully use any instrument or 
other means whatsoever, with the like intent, such person shall be 
guilty of felony, and, being thereof convicted, shall be sentenced 
to pay a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, and undergo an 
imprisonment, by separate or solitary confinement at labor, not 
exceeding three years. (Ibid. J 88.) • 

Concealing the Death of a Bastard Child. 

If any woman shall endeavor privately, either by herself or the 
procurement of others, to conceal the death of any issue of her 
body, male or female, which, if it were born alive, would by law 
be a bastard, so that it may not come to light, whether it was 
born dead or alive, or whether it was murdered or not, every such 
mother, being convicted thereof, shall suffer an imprisonment, by 
separate or solitary confinement at labor, not exceeding three 
years ; and if the grand jury shall, in the same indictment, charge 
any woman with the murder of her bastard child, as well as with 
the offence aforesaid, the jury by whom such woman shall be tried 
may either acquit or convict her of both offences, or find her guilty 
of one and acquit her of the other, as the case may be. (Ibid. 
J 89.)

Publiculion of X'oslriimi for prtvenlinff Conception OTprocarmg 
Abu-nion, or Sale thereof. 

If onj person ahnll print or publish, or osuae to bo piinted or 
published, in any newspaper in thia State, nny adrerdBBnient of 
flnj aecret drug or noatrum purporting to be for the use of females ; 
or if any druggist or other person shall sell or keep for aale, or 
shall give away, any such aecret drug or nostrum purporting to be 
for the nse of remnles; or if nny person shall, by printing or 
writing, or in any other way, publiah an account or descripiion of 
nny drug, medicine, iDalrument, or apparatus for the parpoae of 
ploxenting conception, or of procuring abortion or miacarriagej 
or Bhall, by writing or printing, or any circular, newspaper, pam- 
phlet, or book, or in any other way, publish or circulate nny ob- 
scene notice: or shall, within thiaStute, keep for sale or graluilons 
distribution any secret drng, nostruto, or medicine for the purpose 
of proTcnlitig conception, proonring abortion or miscnrringe ; such 
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persDii or persons, so violating any of the proyisions of this act, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, upon conyiction there- 
of, be fined in any sum not exceeding one thousand dollars, or be 
imprisoned in the county jail not exceeding six months, or both, at 
the discretion of the court: Providedy that nothing in this act 
contained shnll be construed to affect teaching in regular chartered 
medical colleges, or the publication of standard medical books. 
(Ibid. § 2.) 

An Act to provide' for the admission of certain classes of the Insane into 
hospitals for the Insane in this commonwealth, and their discharge 
th' refrom. 

Be it cnactcdy etc.. That insane persons may be placed in a hos- 
pital for the insane by their legal guardians, or by their relatives 
or friends, in case they have no guardians, but never without the 
certificate of two or more reputable physicians, after a personal 
examination, made within one week of the date thereof, and this 
certificate to be duly acknowledged and sworn to or affirmed before 
some magistrate or judicial officer, who shall certify to the genuine- 
ness of the signature, and to the respectability of the signerg. 

Seo. 2. That it shall be unlawful and be deemed a misdemeanor 
in law, punishable by a fine of not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
for any superintendent, officer, physician, or other employ^ of any 
insane asylum, to intercept, delay, or interfere with in any manner 
whatsoever, the transmission of any letter or other written com- 
munication, addressed by an inmate of any insane asylum, to his 
or her counsel, residing in the county in which the home of the 
patient is, or in the city or county in which the asylum is located. 

Sec. 8. On a written statement, properly sworn to or affirmed, 
being addressed by some respectable person to any law judge, that 
a certain person, then confined in a hospital for the insane, is not 
insane, and is thus unjustly deprived of his or her liberty, the 
judge shall issue a writ of habeas corpus^ commanding that the 
said alleged lunatic be brought before him for a public hearing, 
where the question of his or her alleged lunacy may be determined, 
and where the onus of proving the said alleged lunatic to be in- 
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sane siinlt rent upon Buob persoiiE as are restraining liim ai ber af 
his or her libertj'. 

Seo. 4. Wlienever nay person is acquitted in a criminat suit on 
the ground of inannit;, the jury eliall dealnre this fnct in their 
Terdiot, and (he court shall order the prieoaer to be committed to 
Home plaoe of confinemeot for enfe keeping or treatment, there to 
be retained until he ma; be dieobarged in the manner proTided in 
the next seotion. 

Seo. 5. If, after n confinenieDt of three roontha' duratioo, any 
law judge shall lie satisfied bj Ibe evidence presented to him that 
the prisoner has recoTcred, and that the paroxysm of insaoit; in 
which the criminal act was committed was the first and only one 
he had eyar oiperieoced, he may ordur hia unconditional discharge. 
If, boweTcr, it shall appear that such paroxysm of insanity wag 
preceded by at least one other, then the court may in its discre- 
tion appoint a guardian oF hia person, and to him commit the care 
of the prisDcer ; said guardian giving bonda for arty damage bis 
ward may oommit; provided, nlnaye, that in case of humioide, or 
nitempted homicide, the prisoner eball not be discharged, unless 
in the unanimous opinion of the superintendent and niauflgers of 
the hospital, and the court before which he or she was tried, be 
or she hns recovered and is aafe to be at large. 

Sec. 6. Iniinae persons may be placed in a hospital by order of 
any court or law judge after the following course of proceedings, 
namely : On statement in writing of any respectable person that 
a certain person is insane, and that the welfare of himself or of 
otbers requires his restraint, it shall be the duty of the judge to 
appoint immediately a commission, who shall inquire into and re- 
port upon the facts of the oase. This commission shall be oom- 
poaed of three persons, one of whom, at least, sbnll be a physi- 
eUn, and another a lawyer. In their inquisition they shall hear 
BUCb evidence as may be offered touching the merits of the case, 
as well as the statements of the party complained of, or of his 
counsel. If in their opinion it is a suitable case for confinement, 
the judge shall issue bis warrant for sucb disposition of the insane 
person as will secure the object of the measure. 
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Sic. 7. On ptntcment in writing to any law jodge, by some 
fricii] (if tilt' party, that a certain person placed in a hospital 
iiinlfv tho iifih section, is losing bis bodily lipnlth, and that conse- 
(jinMUly his wflfan* wouM be promoted by his discharge, or that 
his nuMital disorder has so far changed its character as to render 
his further confinement unnecessary, the judge shall make suit- 
ahlc inquisition into the merits of the case, and according to its 
results, may or may not order the discharge of said person. 

Sk(\ 8. Persons placed in any hospital for the insane maybe 
removed therefrom by parties who have become responsible for 
the payment of their expenses ; provided that such obligation was 
the result of their own free act and accord, and not of the opera- 
tion of law. and that its terms require the removal of the patient 
in order to aviiid further responsibility. 

SKt\ 1). If it shall be made to appear to any law judge that a 
certain insane person is manifestly suffering from the want of 
proper care or treatment, he shall order such person to be placed 
in some hospital for the insane at the expense of those who are 
lefrally bound to maintain such insane person, but no such order 
shall bo made without due notice of the application therefor shall 
have bee I served upon the persons to be affected thereby, and 
hearing had thereon. 

Sko. 10. If the superintendent or officers of any hospital for 
the insane shall receive any person into the hospital, after full 
compliance with the provisions of this act, no responsibility shall 
be incurred by them for any detention in the hospital. 

Sec 11. That nothing in this act shall be construed so as to 
deprive any alleged lunatic or habitual drunkard of the benefit of 
the writ of habeas corpus, or trial by jury, or any other remedy 
guaranteed to alleged lunatics or habitual drunkards by any ex- 
isting laws or statutes of the commonwealth of Pennsylvania.

Assumed its present organisation under an act of 
Assembly in 1818. Its office is at the southwest corner 
of Sixth and Sansom Streets, and is open from 9 A. M. 
to 3 P. M. daily (Sundays excepted). It consists of 
twelve members, four of whom come in in July of each 
year, to serve three years ; being appointed, three by 
the Court of Common Pleas, and one by t^e Select and 
Common Councils in joint convention.

The Board holds stated meetings on Tuesday of each 
week at 12 M., from the ist of October to the ist of 
June, and daily, at the same hour, Sundays excepted, 
from the ist of June to the ist of October. 

On the first Tuesday in December annually, they 
elect twenty-four vaccine physicians and thirteen col- 
lectors of vaccine cases, according to *'An ordinance 
to provide for gratuitous vaccination,*' passed in i860. 
They also elect all their other officers at the same time. 

Acting under the Board of Health, but appointed by 
the Governor of the State, are the following officers: 
One port physician, one Lazaretto physician, one health 
officer, and one quarantine master. Such clerks, mes- 
sengers, and runners as the Board may deem needful, 
they are authorized to appoint. The port physician is 
charged with the investigation of all suspected cases of 
infectious disease in vessels already in port, or in houses 
in the city. The Lazaretto physician resides at the 
Lazaretto (about ten miles below the city) from June i 
to October i, and has charge of all matters relating to 
quarantine, under the provisions of the General Health 
Law of 1818. 
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Midieifiry Seporls. — By nn act of Assembl; pnaaed 1 8G0, nil per- 
sons practising midTirery in the citj' of FbilSidclphia are obliged 
lo leave a written meniorniiduDi of their nnineB and rei^idenaes at 
tbe lienllh OSce; these are entered in ulpbahetical order in a 
regiater. to be open at al) times during office hours to pErsons 
desirouB of inspecting it. Changes of residence muat be signified 
within thirty daja at the offioe. 

All births must be reported monthly, blank sobedulea being sup- 
plied by the office, giving the Tull uame of each child (if any name 
has been conferred), its sei, color, (he full name and occupation 
of the parent or parents, and the day and place of its birth. It 
DO practitioner of midwifery is in altendnnce, the parent or pnrentN 
roast report the birth within one month thereafter. Ten dollam 
ie tbe penalty for non-compliance with the rule. 

Oontagiovt Diieaiea. — Eyery person prnctising physic, ond having 
B, patient laboring under a pestilential or contagious diseiise 
(measles excepted), tnust make a written raport forthwitb to the 
Health Officer, under a penalty of not more than fifty dollars. 
The Board has adopted the (oUowing diseases as being contagions 
or pestilential : Asiatic cholera, relapsing Tever, yellow fever, 
typhus or ship fever, cerebro-spinal meningitis or spotted fever, 
smallpoi, and varioloid. 

Rrporti and Certijicales of Death. — Tbe law in regard to these 
matters is set forth in the following extract from "An Act for the 
Begistration of Births, Miirriages, and Deaths in the City of 
Philadelphia," passed March S. 18G0. 

"aEC. 3. That whenever nny person shall die in the oily of 
Philadelphia, it shall be the duty of tbo physician who attended 
during hiH or her last sickness, or of the coroner when tbe omo 
comes under hia notico, lo furnish within forty-eight hours after 
llie death, to the undertaker or other person superintending th« 
bnrial, a certificate setting forth, as far as the same can be uEoer- 
tained, the full name, sei, color, ngo, and oonilition ^whether 
mnrricd or single) of the person deceased, and the cause and dtita 
of death. 

"Bill.'. 4. That no persaii liiiviiijj (he ciiui'^e, as sexton urothi:i- 
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wise, of any vault, burying-ground, or cemetery within the said 
city, A\\\\\ inter or allow to be interred, or place or allow to be 
placod, in any vault, burying-ground, or cemetery, the dead body 
of any person, nor ehall any undertaker or other person remove 
tlio dead body of any person who has died in the said city, and has 
not been buried, to any place beyond the limits of the said city, 
without first procuring the certificate of the attending physician 
or of the coroner. To said certificate the undertaker or other per- 
Kon having charge of the body tshall, as far as can be ascertained, 
aihl the occupation of the deceased ; the place of birth ; the ward, 
street, and number of the house iu which the death occurred; the 
place and date of interment ; and, where the deceased is a minor, 
the full names of the parents. In case any person shall die with- 
out the attendance of a physician, or if the physician who did 
attend at the time of the death refuses or neglects to furnish a 
certificate as aforesaid, it shall be the duty of the undertaker, or 
of any other person acquainted with the facts, to report the same 
to the Health Officer, who shall be authorized to give a certificate 
of death as aforesaid, provided it be not a case requiring the 
attendance of the coroner. Every sexton or other person having 
charge of any vault, burying-ground, or cemetery within the said 
city, and every undertaker or other person who shall remove any 
dead body from or out of the said city, shall return the said cer- 
tificates to the Health Officer before 1*2 o'clock M., on the Satur- 
day of every week, accompanied by a schedule of the same, which 
returns shall be published weekly by the Health Officer, in such 
manner as may be designated by the Board of Health. 

'' Sec. 5. That in case any physician or the coroner shall refuse 
or neglect to furnish such certificate as aforesaid, he shall forfeit 
and pay the sum of five dollars for each oflFence ; and every un- 
dertaker, sexton, or other person removing the dead body of any 
person, or having charge of any vault, burying-ground, or cemetery, 
who refuses or neglects to perform any of the duties required by 
this act, shall forfeit and pay for every such offence the sum of 
twenty-five dollars ; which sums shall in every case be recoverable 
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in the manaer and for tbe uaes preaoribad in nn uct entitled >Ad 
Act Tor ostabliahing a Ilealth Office,' " eto. 

DUpoailion of Dead Bnditi. — In order to llie inlerment of a 
body, n certificate is uiisoiulelj' neoesBar;, signed either b; u 
phjiBtoinD, hy tlie coroner, or bf tlje UeHlth Officer. No turiUen 
oeTtiBcate oaa be received, uniees it cornea from tbe country, or 
from anotber State, us none such is admitted at tbe RegistrnticD 

BodioH broQgbt from beyond tbe limits of tbe city for interment, 
if in charge of n city ondertnker, muat baie bis certificate ap- 
pended to tlie certiGcale of death. 

No diaintermQDt or removal of a body from one grave or vault 
to another in tbe Bume buriat-grpuud or cemetery, or from one 
burial-ground or cemetery to another, is allovred without a penuit 
from tbe Health Office, 

A permit from tbe Health Office ia neoesaary for the removal of 
n body from ibe city for burial, and can be obtained bj the under- 
taker, or otber person having the body in cbnrge, by applicnlioa 
Ht the Health Office. The same rule applica to bodies merely in 
trnnsit tbrougb tbe city— a permit luuBt he obtained.

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The Coroner 

Is appointed by the electors of the county every three 
years. The present incumbent is Dr. Kingston God- 
dard, and his Deputy, H. B. Mahn. Undertaker, Jas. 
H. Weldon. Driver, Thos. M. Murphy. Medical 
Staff, Dr. F. F. Maury, Surgeon. Assistants, Drs. T. 
H. Andrews and Chapman. 

The Coroner's functions are sufficiently defined in 
the following extract from an act of the General As- 
sembly, approved the 2 2d day of March, A. D. 1867, 
which declares — 

** That it shall be the duty of the coroner of the city and oounty 
of Philadelphia to hold an inquest on the body of any deceased 
person who shaU have died a violent death, or whose death shall 
be sudden ; provided, that such sudden death be after an illness 
of less than twenty-four hours, and that no regular practising 
physician shall have been in attendance within said time, or that 
suspicious circumstances shall render the same necessary, which 
said suspicions shall first be sworn to by one or more citizens of 
said city." 

Violent deaths iaclude homicides, deaths from crimi- 
nal abortion, infanticides, suicides, and deaths from 
any kind of accident — such as injuries from having been 
run over in the street, from machinery, from falls, 
burns, scalds, or accidental poisoning or drowning, 
etc. In any of the above or like cases, it is the duty 
of the physician to refuse to give a certificate of death. 
The Coroner should at once be notified. 

When a physician, attending a person who has been 
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injured by the criminal act of another, discovers that 
his patient is in imminent danger of death, in order 
that justice should be done, it is his duty to give 
notice to the Coroner of the fact, so that a dying decla- 
ration may be taken, and the offender arrested. 

The duties of the physician in case of sudden death 
are clearly indicated by the act and proviso. No phy- 
sician should give a certificate of a death when it is 
impossible for him to have exact knowledge of its 
cause. 

Notice should be sent to the coroner's office at the 
Morgue, or to any police station. 



Ordinance in Regard to the Morgue. 

(Piiflsed Leo. 3, 1S70.) 

An Ordinante to eslablish certain Rulei and Rrgulalitnt for the 
Gevemment 0/ the Ifiw Morgae Building, 

SlOTioH 1. The Select and Commoii Councils of the City of 
PbiladelpbiiL do ordnin, Thiit the rollawing ehuM be tbe Kules 
and ReguIntionB for llie govcninicnt of tbe Non Morgue Ituilding, 
Idaated at the nortbnest coroer of Bencb and Noble Streets, in the 
EleYcnlb Wnrd: — 

Side 1. The Morgue shall be in charge of the Cammisaioner of 
Markets and City l^operty and the Committee of Councils on Cily 
Property, and shall he open at a1! hours of the day and night for 
the reoeption of bodies. The cihibitioo hall shall bo open dally 

Suit 2. There shall be appointed by tbe Commissioner it super- 
intendent, who shall occupy and reside in the dwelling part of the 
Morgue building. The superintendent ahnll be nlwnyH on duty in 
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the building, with such assistance as the Commissioner and the 
Committees of Councils ou City Property may deem necessary. 

Rule 3. The Superintendent shall haye full charge and control 
of the Morgue Building and ail the property therein contained, 
and shall keep a record book in the office of the Morgue, in which 
citizens may record the names of missing friends, and describe 
their person and clothing, and the address to which information 
respecting them may be sent. 

RuU 4. No corpse shall be received at the Morgue unless in 
charge of a policeman, or on the order of the Coroner or the Chief 
of Police, unless the Superintendent of the Morgue shall be satis- 
fied by a citizen that the corpse has been found dead in the street 
or drowned. When a corpse is brought by a policeman, the at- 
tendant in charge will record the policeman's name and number, 
and the police district to which he is attached. 

RuU 5. The attendant in charge will on the arrival of a corpse 
at the Morgue immediately report to the Coroner. He will then 
record, in a book to be kept for that purpose, a detailed account 
of the recovery of the body, when found, and at what place and 
at what hour, the hour of admission to the Morgue, in whose 
charge, or on whose warrant; a description of the body, clothing, 
papers, and money found on it; and in the margin of the book 
opposite the account state the number in consecutive order of the 
bodies received, which number shall* also be placed on the body. 
The papers, money, and all other valuables shall be put up in a 
package, marked with the same number as the bodj, and placed 
in security by the Superintendent, who shall be held responsible 
for the same. 

Rule 6. All bodies bFOught to the Morgue shall remain, if they 
are not recognized, in the hall of exhibition seventy- two hours or 
longer, or until decomposition commences. The clothing shall 
also be exhibited near the body. If, when the exhibition can no 
longer be continued, the body remains unrecognized, it is to be 
buried. The clothes shall remain exposed twenty days longer. 
Bodies when identified shall be immediately withdrawn from exiii- 
bition and placed in a private room. 
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Rult 7. It shall be the duty of (he Bnperintendent to notifj the 
Coroner by 9 u'cloclt A. M. of the recepliDH of u body during the 
prcfloding night, nod when a body lins been reoeWed betveen buq- 
risG and sunaet he shall notify the Coroner immediately. When- 
ever there nre indicatioDB of violent death he shall immediately 
report the case to bifl Honor the Mayor or the Chief ot Police. 

Rvlt 8. No corpse received at the Morgue ahcill be tnlcea away 
Knd interred without the Coroner's conscnl in writing, oor shall a 
poat-mortem examination be held upon any corpse unless in the 
presence of the Coroner or by his written consent. 

Riilt 0. The friends of a person whose body has been identified 
BSD transfer it to their own domicile with the ooneeDt in writing 
of the Coroner. 

Rult 10. Tbe attendants shall under no circumstances ask from 
or FBoeive from (he deceaaed person's friends or relativea any feefl 
or compensation for services rendered, nnder a penalty of imme- 
diate dismissal by the Cora mi ssi oner. 

Rult 11, On the first day of each month the Superintendent 
ahnll make a report to the Commissioner of Markets and City Pro- 
perty, a statement of identified bodies, setting forth : — 

First. The dale of reception. 

Second. Name, age, profession, and residence of deceased. 

Third. Cause of death. 

Fooith. Mode of death. 

Fifth. Hour of death, 

Siith. Place of death. 

RtiU 12. Also a statement of bodies not identified: — 

First. A succinct description of the body, ami whether male or 
female. 

Second. Probable age, and whether white or colored. 

Third. Mode of death. 

Fourth. Place where body was found. 

IhiplicalcB of which shall he transmitted to his Honor the 
Mayor. 

Rule 1.3. There shall also be kept an alphabetical list of all 
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identified persons, and a list of the number of persons in consecu- 
tive order. 

Ridt 14. The clothes and other dTects belonging to the identified 
bodies shall be given up to the family or the representatives of the 
deceased on proper proof, and their receipt be taken for the same. 
Rule 15. The clothes and other effects of all unrecognized bodies, 
when the period of exhibition shall have expired, shall be washed, 
tied up in packages, and preserved for six months. The package 
shall be numbered, corresponding to the number of the body on^ 
the record book. 

Rule 10. After one year's time from the date of the reception of 
an unidentified body, the Superintendent shall deliver over to the 
Commissioner of Markets and City Property all the clothes and 
other property that were found upon the body of the deceased at 
the time it was received into the Morgue, together with a list of 
the property then handed over, the same to be copied from the re- 
cord book, with the number to correspond with that of the body. 
The Commissioner, on finding the property and list to correspond, 
shall then preserve the list, and havie the property sold at public 
sale, and shall hand the proceeds of such sales over to the City 
Treasurer, and take his receipt for the same ; and the credit to be 
made to the Commissioner shall state as realized from the sale of 
A, B, or C's, deceased, eflFects, etc 

Rule 17. If any corpse shall remain unrecognized forty-eight 
hours, the Superintendent shall have the body photographed in the 
clothes in which it was found; and should any regular physician 
desire to embalm any unclaimed body, he may have the privilege 
to do so, provided he obtains the written consent of the Coroner 
and the Commissioner of Markets and City Property. 

Section 8. From and after the first day of January, A. D. 
1871, the Coroner shall have his office in the office of the Morgue 
building, now located at the northwest corner of Beach and Noble 
Streets, in the Eleventh Ward. 
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The Board of City Trusts, 

Created by a law enacted June 30, 1869, is composed 
of twelve gentlemen, appointed by the Judges of the 
Supreme Court of the State, the District Court, and 
the Court of Common Pleas. The Mayor of the city, 
and the Presidents of the Select and Common Coun- 
cils, are ex-officio members of the Board of Directors 
of City Trusts. It holds its meetings on the second 
Wednesday of each month. 

The following institutions are under its charge ;

FOR THE Blind and Lame. The Directors of the City 
Trusts also have charge of all the Charitable Trusts — 
more than twenty in number — of which the Corporation 
of the City of Philadelphia is the custodian.
